RECONSTRUCTION  OF  MINISTRY

.LONDON.  Dec.  6.—  The  moat  conser- 
vative opinion  in  the  political  club* 
end  parliamentary  lobbies  on  Monday 
night  was  that  the  worst  phase  of  the 
Government  oriels  bad  passed  and  that 
the  reconstruction  of  the  Cabinet  would 
proceed  harmoniously.  The  view  waa 
enunciated  by  the  Press  Association,  and 
waa  shared  In  many  quarters.  The 
Preas  Association  say's: 

"Mr.  Asqulth  win  remain  Premier, 
and  It  Is  believed  that  he  will  be  able 
to  aettle  all  differences  In  co-operation 
with  Mr.  Bonar  Law  and  Mr.  Lloyd 
George,  and  form  a  new  government 
With  few  changes  except  in  the  War 
Council."  \ 

Furhermore,  the  Press  Association 
added,  the  lobby  now  believes  that  Sir 
Edward  Carson  will  not  join  the  Cab- 
inet, and  that  the  War  Council  will  con- 
sist of  Mr.  Asqulth,  Mr.  Bonar  Law  and 
Mr.  Lloyd  George. 

Some  of  the  other  correspondents  as- 
sert the  belief  that  the  situation  Is  lens 
hopeful.  It  Is  pretty  generally  con- 
ceded that  the  resignations  of  all  the 
Ministers  are  In  Premier  Asqulth's 
hands,  and  two"  or  three  of  the  politi- 
cal writers  record  persistent  rumors 
that  Mr.  Asqulth  himself  will  resign

"The  Prime  Minister,  with  a  view  to

the  King  to  consent  to  the  reconstruct

Mr.  Asqulth  announced  In  the  House 
of  Commons  this  afternoon  that  King 
George  had  approved  of  a  reconstruc- 
tion of  the  Government.  The  Prime 
Minister  suggested  that  after  today's 
business  had  been  concluded,  the  House 
adjourn  until  Thursday. 

Mr.  Asqulth  stated  that  the  recon- 
etruetton  of  the  Government  Involved 
no  departure  In  any  ehape  or  form 
from  the  policy  pursued  since  the  be- 
ginning of  the  war.  He  did  not  deny 
that  the  resignations  of  all  the  Minis- 
ters were  In  his  hands. 

■To  Change  of  Policy 

When  the  membere  of  the  House  sug- 
gested a  longer  adjournment  than 
Thursday,  on  the  ground  that  It  waa 
not  certain  the  Premier  would  make  a 
definite  announcement  on  that  day.  and 
that  the  House  should  be  given  an  op- 
portunity to  discuss  the  new  situation, 
Mr.  Asqulth   said:

Before  adjournment.  Mr.  Aaqulth  said

LONDON.  Dec  4.— The  following  com- 
munique has  been  received  by  the  Can- 
adian War  Record  Office: 

"On  the  night  of  Nov.  37-18  our 
troops  sprang  a  mine  aome  distance  In 
front  of  our  lines  and  at  ones  occupied 
the  crater,  consolidated  It  and  held  it 
successfully  against  sharp  attacks. 

"During  the  same  night  and  on  tbi 
same  sector  they  undertook  two  trench 
raids  One  raiding  party  got  into  the 
enemy's  front  trench,  explored  it  for 
eeveral  hundred  yards  and  returned  with 
useful  Information.  The  other  party, 
who  got  through  the  wire,  found  that 
the  trench  at  this  point  was  so  strongly 
held  that  the  party  was  obliged  to  re- 
turn without  accomplishing  anything  of 
Importance. 

"Toward  noon,  the  enemy  bombarded 
our  lines  In  retaliation,  but  did  no  great 
damage. 

"On  the  night  of  November  :•.;•,  one 
of  oar  patrols  In  "No  Man's  Land*  met  a 
party  of  Germans  and  put  then  to 
flight,  capturing  two  prisoners."

LONDON,  Dec.  4.— The  British  Gov- 
ernment, in  conjunction  with  Britain's 
Allies,  has  Issued  a  proclamation  re- 
garding the  "Present  state  of  Belgium," 
In  which  a  protest  Is  made  to  the  civil- 
ized world  In  regard  to  "the  slave  raids**' 
conducted  by  the  German  authorities  in 
Belgium,  and  a  warning  given  to'tho 
world  "that  the  work  of  relief,  which 
neutrals  have  built  up  is  in'  danger  of 
falling." 

The  document,  'after  reciting  the  as- 
sistance the  Allies  have  given  in  the 
past  in  i  he 'work  of  relief  in  Belgium, 
says: 

Violate  All  Fledges 

"The  Allies  stipulated  only  that  the 
Germans  should  equally  draw  no  ad- 
vantage from  the  operations  of  the  neu- 
tral commission;  that  they  should  not 
use  Imported  or  native  supplies,  and 
that  the  distribution  of  relief  should  not 
be  used  for  the  purpose'of  coercing  Bel- 
gian workers  against  their  consciences. 
These  conditions,  which  the  Germans 
were  pledged  to  obey,  have  been  fre- 
quently violated.  But  the  Infractlone 
In  the  past  have  been  disavowed  by  the 
German  Government,  and  the  Allies  have 
been  content  to  rely  upon  the  neutral 
commission  to  welch  and  enforce  the 
fulfillment-  of  the  conditions  under 
which  it  worked. 

"Now, '  however,  the  situation  Is 
changing.  The  Germans  have  abandon- 
ed all  pretence  of  respecting  personal 
freedom  in  Belgium.  They  have  become 
themselves  the  organiser*  and  co-oper- 
ators In  man-hunts  which  they  pledged 
themselves  by  the  Brussels  convention 
to  put  down  In  Africa.  The  machinery 
of  Belgian  Industry  Is  totally  destroyed 
and  exports  of  Belgian  foodstuffs  have 
again  begun  on  a  large  scale.  The  Al- 
lies therefore  mvst  warn  the  world  of 
what  Is  about  to  lake  piece.  The  Cen- 
tral Kmplres.  as  their  own  situation 
grows  more  desperate,  begin  to  tear  up 
every  guarantee  on  which  the  work  of 
the  relief  commission  rests.  They  In- 
tend to  cast  aside  all  their  promises  and 
use  Belgian'  foodstuffs  and  Belgian  la- 
bor to  support  their  falling  strength. 

"The  work  of  relief  which  the  neu- 
trals have  built  up'  for  two  years  Is 
about  to  lose  Its  foundation,  and  Is  III. 
danger  of   falling. 

"The  Allies  do  not  change  their  policy 
or  desert  the  oppressed  population  of 
Belgium  la  this  moet  critical  moment 
of  the  war,  but,  as  It  would  be  Impos- 
sible for  the  relief  wsrk  to  continue  If 
Its  basic  guarantees  be  destroyed,  they 
appeal  to  the  civilised  world,  not  on 
their  own  behalf,  hot  In  behalf  of  Inno- 
cent civilians  who  cannot  protect  them- 
selves, to  see  that  this  great  work  of 
International  benevolence  sad  co-opera- 
tion, which  has  grown  up  amidst  the 
war.  and  for  which  the  Allies  have  ad- 
Tsneod  money ,  shall  sot  he  endangered 
by  U  tana  of  r  ©r"destroyed  by  violence. 

"But  they  lamias'  the  world  that  the 
German  policy  which  stands  revealed 
Is  being  csrrled  ©"♦.  not  only  Is  Belgium.

FLANKING  FORCES  DEFEATED 

AND  RETIRE  IN  DISORDER 


Guns  and  Munitions  Abandoned  in  Their  Flight — 
Emplacements  Prepared  for  Bombardment  of( 
Forts — Teutonic  Armies  Have  Success  in  North 
— Fighting  on  Carpathian  Front. 


PETROGRAD,  Dec.  4. — The  timely  ar- 
rival of  Russian  troops  before  Bucharest 
at  the  critical  moment  when  the  loss  of 
the  capital  seemed  almost  certain  has 
somewhat  changed,  the  Roumanian  situ- 
ation. According  to  military  opinion 
here,  the  Roumanians  now  have  at  leaot 
a  fighting  chance  lo  retain  their  capi- 
tal, and  with  the  aid  of  the  Russians, 
who  rendered  their  first  valuable  assist- 
ance to  Roumanian  defence  by  an  of- 
fensive In  the  Carpathians,  begun  five 
days  ago,  will  now  attempt  to  include 
Bucharest  in  the  zone  which  they  are 
able  to  defend,  establishing  a  pe-manent 
line  north  and. west  of  the  capital. 

According  to  information  received 
here  from  Bucharest,  the  German  plan 
of  encircling  Bucharest  was  perilously 
near  to  accomplishment  when  It  struck 
an  unexpected  obstacle  In  the  form  of  a 
.Russian  force  between  Bucharest  and 
the  Danube. 

Betire  la  Disorder 

A  flanking  movement  was  partly  suc- 
cessful when  tho  T.Mit  n>: .-  forces  ad- 
vancing from  Lake  Greoa  encountered  a 
suddening  stiffening  In  '.he  resistance  of 
the  Roumanians,  due  to  the  arrival  of 
Russian  troops,  and  wero  compelled  to 
retire  in  disorder.  Emplacements  al- 
ready had  been  complete  I  for  the  big 
guns  which  were  to  bombar.l  the  Bu- 
charest fortifications.  Execu:lna;  a  hasty 
retreat,  the  Germans  and  Bulgarians  had' 
to  abandon  guns  of  all  calibres  and  a 
lfrge  quantity  of  war  munitions. 

The  northern  Teutonic  allied  group 
which  Is  attempting  to  flank  Bucharest 
from  the  side  of  Plteshtl  has  proceeded 
with  greater  success,  but  the  Roumani- 
ans have  managed  to  retreat  without 
losing  connection  with  the  force  de- 
fendinK  the  western  fortifications  of  the 
capital. 

Austrian  Beport  t 

VIENNA,  Dec.  4. — The  official  com- 
munication from  Austrian  headquarters 
says: 

"Front  of  Field  Marshal  von  Macken- 
sen — The  Danube  has  been  opened.  No 
approximately  correct  estimate  Is  yet 
{possible  of.  the  extraordinarily  rich 
booty  captured;   it   increases  hourly. 

"Front  of  Archduke  Francis  Joseph — 
Although  the  Russian  attempts  to  create 
a  diversion  In  favor  of  Roumanla  are 
not  yet  concluded,  the  diminishing  yes- 
terday of  the  Russian  attacks  showed 
that  the  exhausted  and  stropgly  re- 
duced enemy  urgently  needed  a  pause 
in  the  battle. 

'  "Only  on  both  sides  of  the  Trotus 
valley  did  the  Russians  continue  their 
attacks  with  undiminished  violence.  At 
certain  points  they Vtormed  as  many  as 
ten  times,  but  apart  from  unimportant 
fluctuations  they  were  repulsed  every- 
where." 

■eights  Captured 

PfflROdRAD,  Dec.  4.— Fighting  be- 
tween Russian  and  Austro-German 
forces  In  the  wooded  Carpathians  con- 
tinues, says  today's  Russian  official 
statement.  One  height  southwest  of 
Jablonltza  was  captured  by  the  Rus- 
sians. 

■  The  War  Office  announced  this  even- 
ing that  Teutonic  forces  have  occupied 
the  village  of  Oradichtea,  12  miles  south 
of  Bucharest.  Obstinate  fighting  Is  pro- 
ceeding between  Alexandria  and  Buchar- 
est. 

The  text  of  the  announcement  follows: 

"In  the  region  between  Alexandria  and 
Bucharest  and  to  the  south  thereof  ob- 
stinate fighting  still  Is  proceeding.  The 
enemy,  who  here  had  been  forced  to 
adopt  the  defensive  and  retire,  received 
reinforcements  and  launched  an  attack. 
He  succeeded  in  occupying  the  village  of 
Oradichtea,  south  of  Bucharest.  Rou- 
manian troops  who  attempted  to  attack 
the  enemy  In  the  rear  were  themselves 
attacked   and  compelled   to  retire. 

"On  the  Danube  front  rifle  firing  Is 
proceeding. 

"In  Dobrudje  attempts  by  enemy 
troops  to  attack  were  arrested  by  our 
artillery  and  rifle  fire"

.  Southwest  of  Bucharest  Roumanian 
forces  have  been  repulsed,  as  were 
also  Roumanian  troops  In  strong  attacks 
to  the  smith  of  the  capital,  a  severe  de- 
feut  being  Inflicted  upon  them,  while 
cavalry  succeeded  In  Interfering  with 
rati  road  communications  in  their  rear. 
The  total  of  prisoners  taken  yesterday 
was  more  than  8,000.  Besides  other 
valuable  booty,  36  guns  were  captured 
by  the  Danube  army.

Bulgarian    Beport 

SOKIA,  Dec.  4.— The  War  Office  today 
reported : 

"in  DobruUJa  the  Russian  forces 
continue  their  desperate  attacks  on  our 
left  wing.  After  a  violent  artillery  ma- 
chine gun  and  rifle  Are  lasting  all  day, 
Russian  troops  at  6  o'clock  In  the 
evening  made  their  seventh  attack  In 
the  last  two  days.  The  enemy's  heavy 
artillery  approached  within  300  paces  of 
our  trenches  and  the  attack  was  mosi 
violent  everywhere.  South  of  Satiskeul 
enemy  troops  advanced  In  close  forma- 
tion and  fighting  waa  no  less  sanguinary 
on  the  remainder  of  the  front,  but 
everywhere  the  enemy  was  repulsed. 
Three  armored  cars  participated  in  the 
attack,  of  which  two  were  deetroyed  by 
our  artillery  and  a  third  forced  to  re- 
tire. We  totpt  153  prisoners.  The  Turks 
captured  an  armored  car  containing 
English  soldiers,  of  whom  two  wero 
officers. 

"In  Wallachla  our  advance  continues. 
We  took   200  prisoners." 


Serbians,  by  Brilliant  Attack, 
Capture  Important  Ground 
to  North  of  Grumshte— Many 
Dead  Left  on  Field, 


BKRLIN,  Dec.  4. — The  Russians  have 
been  Increasing  their  activity  In  the 
Carpathians,  according  to  an  official 
statement  Issued  today,  but  their  at- 
tacks apparently  were  made  to  cover 
a  letting  down  of  the  offensive  in  this 
region.  Such  assaults  as  were  made 
were  easily  repulsed, 

On  the  Transylvanlan  east  front  the 
Russian  pressure  Is  being  continued, 
and  the  attacking  forces  achieved  some 
slight  progress  In  the  Trotus  valley. 
Farther  south,  however,  a  height  re- 
cently 1000  by  the  Austro-German 
forces  was  re-caiptured.  Tbe  official 
statement  announces  that  the  battle  on 
the  Argeshu  has-been  fought  to  a  de- 
cision snd  won  by  the  Teutonic  forces. 

The  Important  town  of  Tergovlstea 
has  been  captured  by  the  Austro-Ger- 
mag.  forces  and  the  troops  advancing 
from  the  north  by  way  of  Klmpoluag 
have  efsected  a  Junction  with  those 
moving  from  the  west  la  the  terrain 
between  tne  Danube  and  the  mountains. 
The  detest  of  the  first  Roumanian  army 
la  declared  to  hare  been  complete,  aad 
the  Teutonic  troops  are  continuing  their 
victorlous  stsrch  eastward  from  Plteaeti. 

What  remains  of  the  first  Roumanian 
army  la  declared  to  have  been  driven 
beyend  Tltsjf  to  the  junction  of  lbs 
railroad  from  Bucharest  lo  Klmpoluag 
sad  Rltestl. 


HALONICA,  Dec.  4— The  Serbian  of- 
ficial communication  Issued  today  tells 
of  the  capture  of  heavily  fortified  Bul- 
Kariaji  positions  north  of  Grunlshte  and 
Mffnimirtsa  and  east  of  the  Cerna  River 
in   Serbia.     The  statement  says: 

"After  sanguinary  fighting  lasting 
several  days  without  Interruption,  de- 
spite the  bad  weather  and  the  desperate 
resistance  of  the  enemy,  our  troops  by 
a  brilliant  attack  yesterday  captured  an 
entire  series  of  powerfully  fortified  Bul- 
garian positions  In  the  region  north  of 
Orunlshte  and  Budlmlrtsa.  The  ruins 
of  the  ancient  fortress  above  Grunlahte 
are  In  our  hands,  and  the  Bulgarians  are 
fleeing  northwards,  leaving  a  large  num- 
ber of  dead  on  the  battlefield. 

"By  this  brilliant  victory  we  captured 
numerous  trophies,  Including  five  field 
guns  and  five  caissons,  many  machine 
guns,  a  quantity  of  ammunition  and 
other  material,  and  many  prisoners,  who 
hsve  not  yet  been  counted.  The  num- 
ber of  guns  we  hsve  captured  up  to  now 
total  79." 

Serbians  Occupy  Height 

I'ARIS,  Dec.  4— The  text  of  a  War 
Office  communication  follows: 

"At  a  point  to  the  east  of  the  River 
Cerns,  on  Dee.  1,  Serbian  troops  occu- 
pied a  height  north  of  Grunlshte.  The 
enemy  was  driven  bsck  In  disorder 
from   Stravina.

Usual    Artillery    Fire 

LONDON,  Dec.  4.— "Except  for  the 
usual  artillery  and  trench  mortar  Are 
along  our  front,"  says  the  communica- 
tion from  the  British  headquarters  in 
France  tonight,  "there  is  nothing  to 
report" 

"During  the  night  there  was  some 
hostile  shelling  in  the  Guedecourt  area, 
north  of  the  Somme,  and  at  Fonquevil- 
lers,"  says  an  official  report  Issued  this 
afternoon.  "We  bombarded  heavily  the 
enemy's  front  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Moiu'iiy.  Otherwise  the  situation  Is  tin- 
changed." 

German    BVeport 

BERLIN,  Dec.  4.— TUft.Jjjj^pwiog  of- 
ficial  statement  was   Issued   today: 

"Western  war  theatre — Army  group 
of  Field  Marshal  Duke  Albrecht:  In  the 
Ypres  and  Wytschaete  bend  English 
patrols,  after  blastings,  advanced 
against  our  positions.  Some  succeeded 
in  entering  our  most  advanced  trenches. 
Tftey  were  either  overpowered  in  hand- 
to-hand  fighting  or  they  were  repulsed.

SEATTLE.  Dec.  4.— Snow  In  the  Cas- 
cades drifted  by  the  high  winds  of  the 
past  24  hours  compelled  the  three  trans- 
continental lines  crossing  the  summits 
to  use  their  rotary  snow  plows  and 
hangers  with  renewed  frequency  to 
keep  the  rails  clear.

RUSSIA  TO  GET 


Premier  Trepoff  Gives  Official 
Confirmation  of  Reports 
That  Allies  Had  Definitely 
Made  Arrangement. 


MR.  TAFTS  PROTEST 


PETROQRAD,  Dec.  1,  via  London. 
Dec.  4. — The  semi-official  news  agency 
says  that  In  the  Duma,  on  Saturday, 
Premier  Trepoff  road  a  proclamation  an- 
nouncing officially  that  an  agreement 
concluded  by  Russia,  France,  and  Great 
Britain  In  It  It.  and  later  approved  by 
Italy,  "established  in  definite  manner 
the  right  of  Rusala  to  the  Btralta  and 
the  complete  poaaeaalon  of  Constanti- 
nople." 

It  bad  been  reported  several  times 
that  an  agreement  had  been  made  con- 
ceding to  Ruaaia  in  the  event  of  the 
victory  of  the  Entente  Power*,  posses- 
sion of  Constantinople  and  the  Straits. 
To  Oet  ■anthem  Outlet 

Premier  Trepoffa  announcement  la 
quoted  aa   follows:  , 

"For  more  than  a  thousand  years. 
Kuaaia  has  been  reaching  southward  for 
a  free  outlet  on  the  open  aea.  Thla 
dream  now  la  ready  for  realisation. 
From  the  beginning-  of  the  war,  wishing 
to  spare  human  Uvea  and  aufferlng,  we 
and  our  Allies  did  out  utmoat  to  re- 
strain Turkey  from  participating  in  hos- 
tilities. Turkey  received  formal  assur- 
ances guaranteeing  her,  in  exchange  for 
neutrality,  the  integrity  of  her  territory 
and  Independence,  and  also  conferring 
on  her  certain  prlvllegea  and  advan- 
tages. These  efforts  were  vain.  Tur- 
key   surreptitiously    attacked     us. 

"VV©  then  concluded  an  agreement 
with  our  Allies  which  establishes  the 
right  of  Rusaia  to  the  Strait*  and  Con- 
stantinople. Ruasiana  should  know  for 
what  they  are  shedding  blood,  and  In 
accord  with  our  Allies,  announcement 
of  thia  agreement  la  made  today  from 
thla   tribune. 

"Absolute  agreement  on  thia  point  is 
firmly  established  among  the  Allies,  and 
there  ia  no  doubt  that  after  ahe  haa 
obtained  sovereign  possession  of  a  free 
passage  into  the  Mediterranean,  Russia 
will  grant  freedom  of  navigation  for 
the  Roumanian  flag,  which  now,  not  for 
the  first  time,  floats  in  battle  aide  by 
eide  with  the  flag  of  Rusala. 
Will   Win   Victory 

"I  thought  It  my  duty  not  to  conceal 
from  you  the  dlfflctiltie.1  and  sacrifices 
which  we  still  shall  have  to  endure  In 
order  to  bring  the  present  war  to  a 
victorious  conclusion,  but  no  difficulty 
and  no  sacrifice  will  atop  Ruasla  and 
her  brave  Allies  on  the  path  of  recon- 
struction and   consolidation. 

"A  bright  future  will  be  the  heritage 
of  all  nations  fighting  for  a  juat  and 
holy   cause. 

"Our  heroic  troops  and  fleet  are  doing 
their  great  work  without  pause.  It  be- 
hoves the  rest  of  us  to  devote  all  our 
strength  and  every  hour  of  our  time  to 
productive  work.  Russia  needs  the 
common  labor  of  everyone,  based  oa 
regular  distribution  according  to  indi- 
vidual capability.  It  Is  the  patriotic 
duty  of  everyone  not  to  undermine  the 
country's  power,  but  to  do  his  utmoat  to 
strengthen  it.  The  history  of  the  world 
haa  never  known  so  decisive  a  moment. 
We  must  organise  all  the  power  of  the 
nation  and  hurl  it  against  the  enemy. 
Nothing  will  be  able  to  resist  that  force. 

"Remember  that  however  cruel  the 
enemy's  blows  may  be.  the  final  victory 
will  be  ours.  Tt  is  surely  approaching 
us.     Let  us  march  united  to  meet  it."

PROVIDENCE.  R.  I.,  Dec  4.— In  an 
address  before  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce committee  of  one  hundred  here 
on  Saturday  Win.  H.  Taft  pleaded  for 
action  to  prevent  labor  unions  weaken- 
ing America's  abllit  yto  meet  the  eco- 
nomic conflict  to  follow  the  war.  Nearly 
four  hundred  professional  men  were 
present. 

"We  cannot  get  away  from  thla  Eu- 
ropean war."  aald  Mr.  Taft.  "We  must 
consider  it.  and  the  two  questions  that 
rise  meet  prominently  In  oar  minds 
are:  'When  le  It  going  to  endT  and 
"What  can  wo  do  to  meet  the  conditions 
bound  to  arise  when  it  does  endf 

"The  danger  to  American  economic 
strength  through  the  tendency  of  union 
labor  to  place  itself  above  lew  and 
order  is  one  big  oloud  on  our  norlson 
when  We  look  to  the  daye  to  follow  thia 
world  conflict.  We  tolerate  these 
things,  as  is  the  nature  of  the  Amer- 
ican public  But  some  one  must  pro- 
test, and  if  no  one  else  will  I  will. 

"The  American  Federation  of  Labor 
wishes  to  deny  to  the  unorganised 
laborer  his  right  to  labor.  What  the 
Federation  seeke  Is  the  right  to  dic- 
tate who  shall  and  who  shall  not  labor. 
This  amounts  to  an  act  of  rebellion, 
and  more;  the  highest  tribunal  In  the 
nation  has  been  notified  that  unless  the 
Adamson  law  la  upheld  the  threatened 
railroad  strike  will  be  enforced. 

"It  is  a  threat  to  starve  the  nation 
into  eubmlaalon.  The  decision  result- 
ing may  be  the  proper  one,  but  the 
means  contemplated  are  wholly  wrong. 
The  American  Federation  of  Labor 
needa  to  be  told  that  we  cannot  have 
a  Republic  without  obedience  to  or- 
ganized restraint ." 


NEW  YORK.  Dec.  4  — Col.  Paul  Vig- 
nal,  who  fought  In  the  battle  of  ths 
Marne,.  and  who  Is  now  military  at- 
tache to  the  EmbaHsy  at  Washington, 
compared  the  soldiers  now  fighting  for 
France  with  Joan  of  Arc  at  a  "Jeanne 
d'Arc  Thanksgiving  service"  on  Sunday 
in   8t.   Mark's  Church  here. 

"They,  like  Joan  of  Arc."  he  said, 
"have  combined  a  man's  courage  with 
a  woman's  heart.  In  the  battle  they 
have  been  brave,  an  they  should  be. 
but  they  have  displayed  the  true  sym- 
pathy. Joan  of  Arc  was  the  greatest 
soldier   France   ever  had." 

Ambaasador  Jusserand  paid  his  tri- 
bute in  a  letter  which  was  read  by  tf  a 
rector.   in    which   the  ambassador   said: 

"Jeanne  d'Arc  Is  the  cause  of  the 
French  existence  today.  If  we  have 
deserved  any  praise  In  the  bloodstained 
later  years,  when  the  enemy  haa  come 
so  close  to  her  birthplace  In  Lorraine, 
without,  however,  reaching  It,  we  owe 
It  to  her  example  and  her  benign  and 
powerful  Influence.  But  for  her  there 
would  have  been  no  Marne,  no  Wrdun. 
These  would  have  been  impossible  if 
ahe  had  not\«xlsted."

REMARK  TAKEN 
AS  SIGNIFICANT 


Interpretation  Placed  on  Presi- 
dent Wilson's  Words  Con- 
cerning Peace  and  Liberty 
—Sympathy  With  Allies, 


WASHINGTON,  Dec.  4.— Diplomatic 
circles  were  stirred  by  President  Wil- 
son's address  In  New  York  on  Saturday 
night  on  the  occasion  of  the  beginning 
of  the  permanent  illumination  of  the 
Statue  of  Liberty.  It  la  regarded  aa 
an  open  expression  of  personal  sym- 
pathy for  the  cause  of  France  and 
Britain  against  the  Pruasian  autocracy. 

Particular  Intereat  attaches  to  the 
President's  declaration  that  "peace  is 
going  to  come  to  the  world  only  with 
liberty,"  and  that  "peace  can  not  come 
so  long  aa  the  destinies  of  men  are  de- 
termined by  small  groupa  who  make 
selfish  cholcea  of  their,  own."  Reduced 
to  concrete  terms,  these  statements  are 
taken  as  expressing  President  Wilson's 
belief  that  Prussianlsm  must  be  re- 
placed by  popular  'control  In  Germany 
before  a  lasting  peace  can  be  made. 
With  these  word  a  Mr.  Wllaon,  It  la 
thought,  did  much  to  dispel  the  prev- 
alent rumora  that  he,  would  move  for 
pea.ee  at  an  early  date. 

Although  Teutonic  Officials  refused 
to  take  umbrage  at  the  President's  re- 
marks, pretending  to  see  In  them  only- 
vague  generalities,  they  are  obviously 
a  little  puzzled. 

"As  for  Mr.  Wilson's  sympathetic 
worda  afcout  France,"  one  Teutonic 
diplomat  aald,  "it  la  no  more  than 
might  be  fu.ld  by  any  German  In  Ger- 
many. The  German  people  have  only 
the  greatest  admiration  and  pity  for 
France,  as  all  peoples  have.  But  when 
the  President  talks  about  nations  gov- 
erned by  selfish  groups,  may  he  not  be 
referring  to  Mr.  Asqutth  and  his  asso- 
ciates, on  whom  the  responsibility  for 
prolonging  the  war  Tests?" 

The  prevalent  Interpretation  In  dip- 
lomatic quarters  coincides  with  that 
held  by  persons  who  heard  the  address 
and  who  aay  there  could  be  no  doubt 
that  Mr.  Wllaon  was  contrasting 
France  And  her  republican  Ideal i  with 
Prussian  militarism.

King  Constantine  and  His 
Ministers  Must  Be  Forced 
to  Cease  Their  Pro-German 
Intrigues. 


IA0XDON,  Dec.  4. — In  the  course  of 
correspondence  recently  published  In 
The  Dally  Mall  between  Lord  North- 
cllffe  and  Sir  Wm.  Plender,  a  member 
of  a  well-known  Arm  of  chartered  ac- 
countants which  Is  being  employed  by 
the  Government  In  connection  with  the 
German  banka  In  London,  Lord  North- 
cllffe  threatened  to  withdraw  from 
Plender'a  firm  the  auditing  work  of 
The  Tlmea  and  other  papers  owned  by 
him  "If  the  German  policy  of  keeping 
alive  German  bualnesa  la  to  he  contin- 
ued. 

Sir  Wm.  Plender,  who  Is  deac.%bed  by 
Lord  Northcllffe  aa  "one  of  my  watch 
dogs,"  made  a  reply,  which  Is  Incor- 
porated In  The  Accountants'  Journal. 
"Plender'a  attitude."  says  The  Journal, 
"Is  strictly  correct.  He  haa  before  him 
two  clients— ills  Majesty'a  Government 
on  the  one  hand  and  Lord  Northcllffe 
and  his  friends  on  the  other.  Sir  Wil- 
liam claims  to  carry  out  the  wishes  and 
instructions  of  the  Government  In  re- 
gard to  the  business  they  have  en- 
trusted him  with,  and  he  also  dis- 
charges in  the  Interests  aa  Lord  North- 
cllffe himself  admits,  the  duties  of  a 
watch  dog  in  many  of  the  large  under- 
takings that  have  grown  up  around  His 
Lordship. 

"When  Lord  Northcllffe  and  his  fel- 
low shareholders  threaten  the  loss  of 
emoluments  to  their  auditor  because 
they  disapprove  of  the  policy  of  the 
Government  who  employs  him  In  an- 
other capacity,  then  it  Is  time  for  the 
auditor  to  speak  out  Whether  North- 
cllffe and  his  friends  will  carry  out 
their  threat  remains  to  be  seen,  bat 
should  they  be  so  ill-advised,  we  hope 
we  know  enough  of  the  spirit  which 
animates  the  accountancy  profession  to 
warrant  US  in  believing  that  no  help 
will  bo  forthcoming  from  aay  qualified 
Ann  to  assist  Northcllffe  in  carrying 
out  his  determination,  which  cannot  be 
In  the  interests  of  too  British  public." 


LONDON.  Dec.  4. — The  statement  was 
made  in  the  Commons  today  by  Lord 
Robert  Cecil,  war  trade  minister,  that 
King  Constantine  and  his  Government 
are  Involved  deeply  In  the  situation 
which  has  arisen  at  Athens,  and  that 
the  Entente  Powers  would  take  ime- 
medlately  measures  to  obtain  a  solution 
of  the  difficulty.  Lord  Robert's  an- 
nouncement has  given  satisfaction  in 
London,  where  the  greatest  anxiety  has 
prevailed  since  receipt  of  the  news  that 
the  Allied  detachments  had  withdrawn 
from  the  Greek  capital  after  the  fight- 
ing on  Friday. 

The  feeling  agalnat  King  Conatantlne, 
who  Is  charged  with  having  done  every- 
thing possible  to  embarrass  the  Allies, 
has  been  growing  here,  and  demanda 
that  some  steps  be  taken  to  check  hla 
activities  have  become  more  Insistent. 
Some  circles  have  credited  the  Govern- 
ment with  protecting  him  because  of  his 
relation  to  members  of  the  British  and 
Russian  royal  houses.  This  suggestion 
was  Introduced  into  the  debate  In  the 
Commons  today  by  Arthur  Lynch,  Na- 
tionalist, who  sarcastically  asked  Lord 
Robert  Cecil:  "Will  the  right  honorable 
gentleman  give  the  House  assurance 
that  no  matter  what  occurs  the  dynasty 
will  be  preserved  J" 

No  anawer  was  returned. 

An  unfavorable  Impression  has  been 
created  also  by  the  report  that  King 
Conatantlne  had  recalled  all  hla  pro- 
German  advisers  to  Athens,  and  while 
news  haa  been  rather  meagre,  there  haa 
been  a  tendency  to  believe  the  Allies 
have  suffered  a  rebuff. 

The  situation  In  Greece,  said  Lord 
Robert,  waa  one  of  extreme  gravity. 
Despite  formal  and  repeated  assurances 
from  the  Greek  king  and  hla  Govern- 
ment that  no  disturbance  would  be  per- 
mitted, a  most  treacherous  and  unpro- 
voked attack  had  been  made  on  the  En- 
tente detachments  landed  on  Friday  by 
the  French  vice-admiral,  commanding 
in  those  waters.  Many  casualties  had 
resulted,  but  a  full  account  had  not  yet 
been   received. 

The  British  Government.  Lord  Robert 
said,  considered  the  responsibility  of  the 
Greek  King  and  Government  to  be  deep- 
ly Involved  In  this  matter,  and  Great 
Britain  was  considering  In  conjunction 
with  her  Allies  immediate  atepa  to  se- 
cure a  radical  solution  of  the  situation 
which  had  arisen.

OTTAWA,  Dec.  4. — Sir  George  Foster, 
Minister  of  Trade  and  Commerce,  haa 
been  advised  that  the  army  canteen 
committee  of  the  army  In  England  and 
France  has  recently  been  converted 
from  a  supervising  to  an  actual  pur- 
chasing body. 

This  change  is  likely  to  be  greatly  to 
the  advantage  of  Canadian  exporters,  aa 
the  committee  has  expressed  a  desire 
to  give  a  preference  to  gooda  produced 
Within  the  Empire.  Up  to  the  time  of 
the  change  the  canteens  were  under  the 
control,  of  approximately  two  hundred 
different  contractors,  who  were  running 
1,8*0  canteens  in  the  tnlted  Kingdom 
alone. 

The  canteen  committee,  of  which 
Lord  Cheyleamore  la  the  chairman,  will 
take  over  ell  these  contracts,  and  at- 
tend to  the  buying  and  transport  of  the 
goods  used,  with  only  one  Interest  in 
view — that  of  the  soldiers  served  by 
the  canteens.

It  la  not  a  ploture  enabling  ue  to  "aee 
oareelveo  as  othera  see  us,"  but  It  snows 
now  Canadlana  appear  to  one  of  ihem- 
aelvee.

That  w*  are  at  preaent  hopelessly  de- 
pendent on  the  "great  republic  to  the 
south  of  ua"  Is  beyond  question.  A 
truthful  American  historian  of  the 
American  Revolution  baa  considered 
what  would  nave  been  the  development 
of  the  Thirteen  Colonies.  If  they  had 
never  rebelled.  He  concludes,  "We 
should  have  been  a  tamer,  leas  inventive 
People — like  the  Canadians." 

That  Is  our  character.  Tame  and  un- 
Inventive.     And  this  le  true. 

For  years  I  have  triad  to  make  a  list 
of  Canadian  Inventions,  of  new  ideas 
sprung  from  Canadian  brains.  After 
long  and  painful  effort,  I  can  And  only 
Ave — Walker's  whisky,  church  union, 
the  acetylene  gas  buoy,  the  Canadian 
Club,  and   the  telephone. 

But  there  to  another  slda  of  the  shield, 
and  Prof.  MacMechan  glvea  us  a  glimpse 
of  It  When  he  says: 

The  war — thank  God — has  ehown  the 
soul  of  Canada.  Our  beet  and  braveet 
have  met  the  call  of  duty  In  the  spirit 
of  Crusaders.  One  American  trick  we 
have  not  learned.  We  cannot  brag  with 
any  grace.  If  an  American  division  had 
lost  half  Ita  numbers  and  saved  the 
day.  aa  the  Canadians  did  at  the  second 
battle  of,  Yprea,  or  had  been  mined  like 
the  Third  Division  last  June,  what 
paeans  would  have  rent  the  air!  We 
have  taken  all  this  glorious  sacrifice  of 
precious  life  as  a  matter  of  course.  In 
our  stolid  Canadian  way.  But  we  have 
not  flinched;  and  we  have  not  faltered 
In  our  determination  to  "carry  on"  to 
the  and. 

The  War  has  set  Canada  at  the  part- 
ing of  the  waya.  When  it  la  over,  will 
she  resume  the  broad,  flower-strewn 
road  of  soul-destroying  eaae,  or  will  she 
take  the  high,  hard  road  of  heroic  en- 
deavor, to  make  her  future  worthy  of 
the  noble  present,  consecrated  with  so 
much  blood  and  such  countless  tears? 

And  so  we  dismiss  the  subject  for 
the  time  being  with  this  one  great  and 
consoling  thought:  Canadians  did  not 
flinch  in  the  most  terrible  hour  of  trial 
to  which  the  people  of  any  young  na- 
tion  were  ever  subjected. 
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Professor  Archibald  MacMechan,  of 
Dalhousle  University,  has  contributed  an 
article  to  The  Canadian  Courier  in  which 
he  urges  Canada  to  make  a  Declaration 
of  Independence.  We  heartily  agree 
with  him;  but  ao-that  the  shock  of  this 
statement  may  be  somewhat  lessened, 
we  add  that  the  Independence  he  speaks 
of  to  Independence  of  the  United  States. 
In  his  paper  he  says  some  things  that 
would  make  more  agreeable  reading  If 
they  were  only  the  conclusions  of  some 
traveling  Britisher,  forming  his  opinion 
from  a  hurried  Journey  across  the  Con- 
tinent and  a  few  conversations  at  the 
leading  clubs.  But  Trof.  MacMechan  Is 
a  Canadian  born  and  hla  father  took  an 
active  part  In  Canadian  life.  s.»  lie 
speaks  as  one  of  ourselves,  and  what 
he  aayg  .cannot  be  dismissed  with  the 
comfortable  reflection  that  he  probably 
does  not  know  what  he  is  talking  about. 
Perhaps  he  slates  the  case  a  little  too 
strongly  In  places;  perhaps  he  does  not 
make  enough  allowance  for  the  sparae- 
neea  of  our  population;  perhaps  he  has 
not  fully  considered  the  fact  that  peo- 
ple of  the  same  stock,  engaged  In  the 
development  of.  countries  of  the  same 
kind,  will  naturally  evolve  social  con- 
ditions more  or  less  along  the  same 
lines;  but  after  due  weight  has  been 
given  to  these  considerations  there  re- 
mains a  solid  substratum  of  truth  In  his 
somewhat  brief,  but  very  readable,  ex- 
position of  his  case. 

Me  tells  us  that  If  Canadians  were 
blotted  off  the  face  of  the  earth  all  that 
would  be  lost  would  be  population,  for 
we  have  not  contributed  "a  single  artis- 
tic, literary,  educational,  political,  so- 
cial or  religious  Idea  to  the  world's 
common  stock,"  and  that  we  are  "the 
sedulous  apea  of  the  United  States." 
Rather  too  sweeping  this,  but  It  will  do 
none  of  us  any  harm  to  think  it  over. 
He  says  our  Journalism,  our  smuse- 
ments,  our  sports  and  our  university 
organisations  all  are  bad  copies  from 
the  United  states.  He  speaks  with  re- 
gret of  the  failure  of  Ooldwin  Smith's 
effort  to  eetabllsh  In  Canada  a  periodical 
along  Englleh  llnea,  but  on  this  point 
we  think  he  pate  the  responalbillty  upon 
the  wrong  shoulders.  In  discussing  the 
Impending  collapse  of  The  Week,  Pro- 
fessor Smith  said  to  the  writer  of  thto 
article  that  the  faalt  lay  entirely  with 
himself  because  of  his  unfortunate 
choice  of  editors.  Perhaps  no  editing 
could  have  saved  The  Week,  because  It 
waa  Intended  primarily  for  a  leisure 
class,  and  this  element  of  the  population 
was  even  scarcer  in  Canada  thirty  years 
ago  than  It  to  now.  Moreover  Professor 
Smith  would  not  have  been  so  greatly 
displeased  If  our  dependence  upon  the 
United  states  had  gone  to  the  extent 
of  annexation 

Prof.  MacMechan  does  not  fall  into 
the  common  error  of  contending  that  we 
should  escape  tha  American  Scylla  by 
piling) eg  against  tha  Knglish  Charybdla. 
He  to  too  much  of  a  Canadian  to  nug- 
geet  that  we  should  modal  our  social 
organisation  an  tM  Knglleh  plan.  The 
Independence  ha  pleada  for  Is  the  devel- 
opment of  a  fuller  Canadian  lam.  He 
would  hove  us  learn  to  think  eur  awn 
thoughts,  develop  our  own  aoetol  or- 
ganisation, to  which  Wa  wooed  add.  take 
a  larger  part  In  developing  our  own  nat- 
ural reaauroae.  We  are  not  aura  that 
todepondouce  of  the  tost  mentioned  mat- 


The  speech  of  Alexandre  Trepoff,  the 
new  Russian  Premier,  Is  instinct  with 
high  resolve.  It  destroys  the  last  ves- 
tige of  German  hope  that  the  Czar  will 
consider  a  separate  peace.  It  also  noti- 
fies Turkey  that  the  war  will  go  on 
until  Constantinople  Is  In  the  hands  of 
Russia.  There  has  been  no  finer  ut- 
terance since  the  war  began.  It  seems 
Impossible  that  such  a  speech  can  fail 
to  make  a  profound  impression  In  Berlin 
and  Vienna.  Those  who  claim  to  be  in 
a  position  to  know  express  a  very  Arm 
opinion  that  the  new  Austrian  Emperor 
has  no  intention  of  becoming  a  mere 
puppet  In  the  hands  of  the  Hohenaol- 
lerns,  and  when  he.  learna  of  Russia's 
solemnly  resolved  determination,  It 
may  well  be  that  he  will  think  the  time 
has  come  when  he  must  act  to  save  his 
nation  from  further  calamity,  fn  the 
German  scheme  there  Is  no  place  for 
Austrian  advancement,  and  the  young 
Emperor  may  feel  called  upon  to  save 
what  he  can  and  array  himself  and  the 
nation  upon  the  side  of  what  he  must 
see  is  to  be  the  dominating  partnership 
In  Europe.. 

Statements  made  at  the  outset  of  the 
war  seemed  to  Justify  the  opinion  that 
the  successor  of  Franz  Josef  would 
he  only  a  tool  In  the  hands  of  the  Ger- 
man Kaiser,  but  this  has  recently  been 
abandoned.

Probably 
if  we  knew  all  the  facto  wa  would  aoa 
that    there    are    sufficient    reasons    why 
this    haa    not    been    attempted,    and    we 
only   mention   it  aa  one  of  the  sugges- 
tions that  have  been  put  forward  aa  a 
reason     calling     for     greater     activity. 
Some  eurprtoa  haa  also  been  expreased 
that  no  attempt  haa  been  made  to  break 
the  enemy's  line  from  Armentleras  as  a 
base,   but   the  decision  in  a   matter   of 
this  kind   must  depend   upon  considera- 
tion  with   which  laymen   cannot   be  ex- 
pected   to    be   familiar. 

A  matter  that  has  been  handled  with 
more  delicacy  than  might  have  been  ex- 
pected la  the  conduct  of  King  Con- 
stantlne  of  Greece.  Here  to  a 
caao  In  which  it  seems  as 
though  a  more  vigorous  line 
of  action  might  have,  been  token.  We 
are  now  officially  Informed  that  auch  a 
course  Is  to  be  followed.  It  la  not  too 
late,  but  we  cannot  help  thinking  that 
the  situation  In  Roumanla  would  have 
heen  better  if  King  Constantino 
had  been  told  three  montha  ego 
what  he  had  to  do  and  been 
compelled  to  do  It.  In  euch  a 
case  General  San-all's  forces  might  by 
this  time  have  driven  the  Bulgar- 
Teutonle  armies  back  from  the  Maoa- 
donlan  front  and  put  the  Bulgers  on  tha 
defensive  everywhere 

As  Mr.  Asqulth  will  shortly  announce 
the  proposed  Cabinet  changes,  It  is  use- 
less to  speculate  upon  them.  Most 
people  will  admit  that  a  small  war  coun- 
cil clothed  with  wide  powers  is  what  Is 
needed  at  the  present  time.  The 
Brltleh  Government  has  reached  the 
acme  of  preparedness;  what  Is  now 
needed  Is  the  acme  of  efficiency  In 
action. 
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The  appointment  of  a  Royal  Commis- 
sion to  Investigate  the  by-election  In 
Vancouver  Is,  we  imagine,  quite  with- 
out a  precedent  in  this  Province.  It  is 
a  perfectly  legal  step,  and  if  Its  effect  is 
the  clarifying  of  an  exceedingly  mud- 
dled situation,  the  result  will  be  good. 
There  seems  to  be  something  of  an 
anomaly  in  bringing  on  the  Vancouver 
by-election  pending  this  inquiry,  but  We 
see  no  reason  for  making  It  a  matter  of 
comment.  Tha  Government  having  de- 
cided upon  appointing  a  commission,  it 
follows  necessarily  that  tha  conclusion 
of  the  Inquiry  must  be  uncertain  In 
point  of  time.  In  the  meanwhile  the 
Cabinet  must  be  organized  and  prepared 
for  the  forthcoming  session,  which  can- 
not very  well  be  long  deferred.  The 
whole  case  Is  so  completely  sui  generis 
that  vary  little  can  be  usefully  said 
about  It. 


With  the  limited  Information  at  our 
command  It  Is  quite  impossible  to  ar- 
rive at  any  satisfactory  explanation  for 
the  Cabinet  crisis  now  on  in  the  United 
Kingdom.  The  reason  assigned  Is  the 
desirability  of  bringing  about  a  mora 
vigorous  prosecution  of  the  war,  but 
Just  what  to  meant  by  this  in  not  ob- 
vious. Wa  caa  only  aurmlse  and  any 
eurmlses  can  be  little  more  than  vague 
gueaaea 

The  recall  of  Admiral  Jelllcoe  from 
the  command  of  the  Grand  Fleet  and 
his  Installation  as  First  Sea  Lard  of 
the  Admiralty  aeems  on  Its  face  to  Im- 
ply that  a  more  aggressive  naval  pro- 
gramme is  to  be  Inaugurated.  Why 
there  ehould  have  been  within  a  month 
two  raids  by  German  destroyers  off  the 
English  coast  and  that  tha  raiders, 
albeit  they  did  little  or  no  damage, 
shaald  have  escaped  sweats  to  call  for 
an  explanation  that  haa  not  been  forth- 
coming. The  laeroaoed  activity  of 
enemy  submarines  naturally  suggests  an 
Inquiry  as  to  whether  something  mora 
cannot  ho  dona  than  haa  been  dona  to 
put  a  atop  to  it.  But  those  things, 
deeply  Interesting  though  they  are,  do 
not  afford  a  reason  for  a  reconstruction 
of  the  Cabinet. 

In  regard  to  the  general  conduct  of

by  a  few  faint  marks  with  an  indelible 
purple  pencil  on  a  sheet  of  glased  pa- 
per, or  a  letter  written  In  Ink  with  the 
lines    so    crowded    together    that    It    Is 
often  impossible  to  distinguish  between 
them   without  a  lot  of  trouble.     These 
remarks    will    explain    to    some    corre- 
spondents   why    letters,  have    not    been 
printed  and  will  not  be.

Dr.    Hall    rinds     Difficulty     in    Getting 

Around  City  Because  of  Similarity 

in  Street   STamee 

The  names  of  many  of  Victoria's 
Streets  are  so  much  alike  that  Dr. 
Ernest  Hall  has  difficulty  In  finding  his 
way  around  the  city  when  he  starts  out 
on  cases,  he  informed  the  City  Council 
last  night.  He  wants  some  of  the 
street  names  changed  so  he  will  lose 
less   time. 

"This  close  similarity  of  names  of 
streets  Is  very  confusing,  especially 
when  taking  calls  over  the  telephone." 
he  said.  "For  Instance,  David  and  Davie 
Streets,  Fort  and  Fourth*  Street.  Say- 
ward  and  Hayward  Streets.  And  again, 
it  would  be  a  matter  of  convenience  If 
the  names  of  the  streets  Just  outside 
the  city  llmitst  were  not  the  same  aa 
thoae  of  city  streets.  For  Instance, 
Pine  Street  off  Salem  Avenue,  is  often 
confused  with  Pine  Street,  Victoria 
West. 

"Could  your  city  not  have  an  under- 
standing with  adjacent  municipalities 
to  avoid   thhls  error?" 

The  aldermen  considered  the  matter 
so  serious  that  they  have  turned  It 
over  to  the  inter-municlpal  committee 
for  consideration.

Some  of  Nanalmo's  roads  are  In  such 
bad  condition  during  the  wet  weather 
that  The  Nanaimo  Herald  Is  suggest- 
ing that  cyclists  be  allowed  to  rtde  on 
the   sidewalks.      Says    The   Herald: 

"The  situation  is  that  many  of  the 
streets  in  the  city  are  during  the  Win- 
ter season  Impassable  for  cyclists.  Yet 
there  are  scores  of  good  citizens  who 
uae  bicycles  to  get  te  and  from  their 
work.  T'nder  present  conditions,  a  great 
many  of  these  men  muat  dismount 
from  their  machines  and  wheel  them 
along  the  aldewalks.  They  must  do 
this  even  if  there  la  not  a  pedestrian 
on  the  sidewalk,  or  a  single  person  in 
sight.  The  police  used  to  exercise  a 
certain  amount  of  discretion  in  the  mat- 
ter until  they  were  definitely  Instructed 
that  the  law  waa  to  be  strictly  enforced. 
Of  course  there  was  reason  for  these 
instructions  being  Issued.  A  few  cy- 
clists Invariably  used  the  sidewalks 
whether  the  state  of  the  streets  made 
it  necessary  or  not,  and  not  only  that 
but  rode  down  pedeatrlans  on  to  the 
street.  They  did  this  by  taking  the 
whole  width  of  the  sidewalk,  or  by  rid- 
ing at  such  a  speed  as  to  make  it  dan- 
gerous for  the  pedestrians  to  use  it.  It 
should  be  possible  to  find  a  medium 
which,  while  attending  to  these  reckless 
cyclists,  would  permit  the  use  of  the 
sidewalk  to  those  others  who  show  re- 
spect for  the  rights  of  N pedestrians. 
There  are  so  many  sidewalks  in  the  city 
on  which  the  traffic  is  so  light  that  the 
use  of  them  by  cyclists  would  do  no 
harm  nor  carry  any   risk  to  anyone.

He  resided  lrj  the  Old  Town  for  some 
time  before  leaving  for  the  front  with 
the   62nd    Battalion. 

The  unanimous  resolution  providing 
that  the  menrbers  of  the  Council  of  the 
city  of  Port  Albernl  ba  Increased  to 
seven,  haa  been  received  by  the  Provin- 
cial secretary  and  filed  as  directed  by 
the  municipal  act. 


Pte.  Thos.  B.  Lowe,  of  the  72nd

Lowe  joined  the  72nd  Battalion  in 
March  of  this  year,  and  left  for  over- 
seas shortly  after  enlistment.

Company  Bgt-Major  W.  T.  Taylor, 
of  Victoria,  who  left  British  Columbia 
with  the  47th  Battalion,  haa  died  a 
hero's  death  on  the  battlefield,  accord- 
ing- to  notification  received  here  yes- 
terday by  relative*.  Ho  was  hit  by  a 
piece  of  shrapnel  during-  an  attack  on 
an  enemy  position.  Hla  left  arm  was 
torn  off,  but  despite  this  terrible  Injury, 
he  urged  on  his  men  to  greater  efforts 
while  he  lay  In  a  shell  hole,  from 
which  he  was  rescued  after  the  as- 
sault on  the  enemy  had  been  success- 
fully effected.  He  spurned  assistance, 
saying  there  were  others  who  needed 
it  more  than  he,  and  he  died  shortly 
afterwards,  alone  In  his  dugout,  from 
loss  of  blood. 

Well  known  In  Victoria  and  other 
British  Columbia  cities,  Bgt.-Major 
Taylor's  countless  friends  will  deeply 
regret  bis  loss.  Only  20  years  of  s<e, 
he  was  the  youngest  son  of  the  late 
Rev.  Qeorge  W.  Taylor,  rector  of  St. 
Albans  Church,  Nanalmo,  where  he 
was  born  on  March  14,  1896.  His 
father  was  formerly  in  charge  of  St. 
Barnabas'  Church,  of  this  city.  His 
mother  died  when  he  waa  born  and  he 
was  brought  up  in  Victoria  by  Mr.  W. 
T.  Williams  and  his  aunts,  Miss  Wil- 
liams, principal  of  the  Girls'  Central 
School,  and  Miss  Alice  Williams,  who 
is  now  a  nursing  sister  with  No.  1 
General  Hospital  at  Staples,  Franca 

Educated  at  the  local  public  schools 
and  at  the  University  School,  Mount 
Tolmle,  he  had  passed  preliminary  ex- 
aminations for  British  Columbia  sur- 
veyor when  he  enlisted  for  active  ser- 
vice. He  was  employed  at  the  time  of 
the  outbreak  of  war  in  the  Water 
Rights  Department  of  the  Surveyor- 
General's  office.  It  was  In  August, 
1914,  the  month  of  the  war's  beginning, 
that  he  enlisted  with  the  6th  Regi- 
ment, C.  G.  A.,  and  when  Lieut.-Col.  W. 
N.  Wlnsby,  formerly  in  command  of 
the  5th  Regiment,  took  charge  of  the 
47th  Battalion,  being  mobilized  in  New 
Westminster,  young  Taylor  went  to 
the  Mainland  and  obtained  a  transfer 
to  the  new  unit.  He  was  promoted  to 
the  rank  of  sergeant  on  sheer  merit. 
He  left  for  England  In  November  of 
last  year  and  trained  at  Bramahott 
Camp  until  last  August,  when  tho  47th 
Battalion  went  ait  a  unit  to  Franca 
Despite  his  youth,  his  exceptional 
ability  and  military  insight  secured  for 
him  the  promotion  to  the  rank  of  com- 
pany sergeant-major,  which  position  he 
held  until  killed.  Had  he  not  fallen  in 
action  there  Is  no  doubt  that  he  would 
have  been  recommended  for  a  commis- 
sion. 

The  young  soldier  was  a  member  of 
the  Victoria  Tennis  Club  and  the  J.  B. 
A.  A.,  being  well  known  in  Victoria 
athletic  and  social  circles.  He  Is  sur- 
vived by  two  brothers  and  a  slater, 
the  brothers  being  Messrs.  A.  J.  T. 
Taylor,  of  tho  Taylor  Engineering  Com- 
pany, Vancouver,  and  E.  G.  T.  Taylor, 
of  tho  Canadian  Explosives  Company, 
James  Island.  His  sister  is  Mrs.  C.  B. 
Hill-Tout,  of  Abbotsford,  B.  C 

Details  of  tho  way  in  which  Sgt.- 
MaJor  Taylor  met  his  death  are  given 
In  the  following  letter,  received  by  Mr. 
W.  T.  Williams  from  C.Q.M.S.  R.  W. 
Lindsay,  of  the  47th  Battalion: 

"Somewhere   in    France, 
"November  12,  1»1«. 

"Tou  will  no  doubt  be~  very  much 
surprised  to  hear  from  mo,  one  of 
your  old  comrades  of  the  6th  Regi- 
ment. 

"Tou  will  have  been  notified  ere  this 
of  the  death  of  Co.  Hut. -Major  W.  T. 
Taylor,  of  this  battalion,  and  as  Billy 
and  I  had  been  pals  ever  since  we 
Joined,  I  thought  a  few  words  from  me 
as  to  the  way  he  died  might  be  appre- 
ciated. He  died  a  true  soldier's  death 
out  in  front  of  his  company  urging  tho 
boys  on. 

"We  had  been  detailed  for  a  partic- 
ularly dangerous  task,  that  of  taking  a 
most  Important  position  In  an  elevated 
part  of  the  country,  and  owing  to  the 
bravery  of  such  men  as  Billy  wo  were 
successful  In  taking  our  objective,  al- 
though we  lost  quite  a  few  of  our  boys 
In  killed  and  wounded.  I'm  sorry  to 
say. 

"Billy's  commanding  officer,  Major 
Robertson,  and  himself  were  two  of 
the  Brat  to  go  over  the  top  when  the 
time  arrived.  Major  Robertson  was 
wounded  and  carried  In  almost  at  tho 
outset  and  Billy  got  his  a  short  while 
afterwards.  A  shell  burst,  tearing  his 
left  arm  off  Just  below  tho  elbow  and 
wounding  him  In  the  side  and  both 
legs.  Even  then  he  yelled  to  his  men 
to  'go  for  'em'  and  slid  down  the  side 
of  a  shell  hole.  Tho  stretcher  bearers 
found  him  a  short  while  afterwards 
with  a  German  helmet  on  his  head  and 
very  weak  from  loss  of  blood.  They 
carried  him  back  to  our  linos  and  placed 
him  In  a  dug-out  and  dressed  his 
wounds,  as  boat  they  could,  but  he  told 
them  to  leave  him  there  as  there  wore 
others  oat  there  who  needed  attention 
more  than  ho.  When  one  of  Ma  ser- 
geants arrived  sometime  afterwards  ho 
found  tho  boy  had  passed  away. 

"Tho  battalion  Is  In  mourning  today, 
I  caa  tell  you.  for  ho  was  beloved  by 
all  from  tho  Colonel  down,  particularly 
by  tho  sergeant*  and  man  of  his  com- 
pany. 

"Hla  generous  disposition  and  light- 
headedness won  for  him  many  friends 


wherever  wo  have  boon,  at  Now  West- 
minster, Vernon  and  in  England,  and 
I'm  sure  there  will  bo  many  a  sad 
heart  whoa  his  death  Is  known.  Hla 
comrades  win  never  '  forgot  him  and 
the  thought  that  ho  died  tho  most 
noble  death  of  aU.  for  his  country, 
should  bo  a  great  help  to  you  and  hla 
aunts,  of  whom  ho  often  spoke,  in  your 
bereavement." 

Tho  foUowIng  letter,  written  to  Miss 
Williams,  by  Lleut.-Col.  Wlnsby,  com- 
manding tho  47th  Battalion,  bespeaks 
tho  popularity  which  Hgt.-MaJor  Taylor 
enjoyed  among-  his  fallow  soldiers: 
"in  tho  Field, 
•November    14,    1916. 

"I  regret  very  much  indeed  to  inform 
you  that  your  nephew,  Bgt.-Major  W.  T. 
Taylor,  was  killed  in  action  on  tho 
night  of  the  10-1  lth  Inst. 

"The  battalion  was  ordered,  upon  this 
night,  to  take  a  certain  trench  wbloh 
had  proved  a  stumbling  block  to  our 
troops  on  previous  occasions,  and  from 
which,  although  wo  had  succeeded  In 
obtaining  a  footing-  upon  several  occa- 
sions, tho  Hun  had  succeeded  in  driv- 
ing us  out.  By  'us'  I  moan  the  Bri- 
tish. In  conjunction  with  another  bat- 
talion we  took  tho  trench  and  it  to  now 
part  of  our  front  Una  system.  The 
Hun  will  never  again  possess  it. 

"During  thla  operation  SgL-MaJor 
Taylor  was  killed.  Ho  passed  safely 
through  the  enemy  barrage  and  reached 
the  objective,  and  within  a  few  minutes 
after  receiving  Instructions  for  the 
consolidating  of  tho  position  from  Capt. 
C.  V.  Wansboroua-h,  at  the  time 
senior  officer  of  hla  company,  ho  was 
struck  by  a  portion  of  a  shell  which 
burst  near  him,  and  killed  him. 

"Sgt.-MaJor  Taylor  had  done  such 
consistently  good  work  in  the  batta- 
lion that  it  was  my  avowed  intention 
to  recommend  him  for  a  commission. 
Had  he  been  alive  today  this  would  un- 
doubtedly have  beon  done,  as  I  am 
recommending  several  other  N.C.O.'s 
who  have  done  good  work,  and  who  are 
of  the  right  stamp  to  make  efficient  of- 
ficers. 

"8gt.-Major  Taylor  was  well  in  the 
lead  of  his  company  while  crossing  'No 
Man's  Land,'  and  which  was  being  heav- 
ily shelled  by  the  Hun,  who  also  had 
a  number  of  machine  guns  in  active  op- 


eration. 

"Taylor's  knowledge  of  hla  work,  hla 
devotion  to  duty  and  the  energy  and 
ability  which  ho  at  all  times  displayed 
won  for  him  the  liking  and  respect  of 
both  officers  and  men.  Sgt.-MaJor  Tay- 
lor was  a  clean-cut,  clean  living  young 
fellow,  and  a  credit  to  his  battalion.  He 
died  a  soldier's  death  and  we,  as  his 
comrades,  feel  his  loss  most  keenly. 
He  was  burled  on  tho  field  as  It  was 
impossible  to  bring  him  out. 

"I,  personally,  my  battalion  and  par- 
ticularly your  nephew's  own  company — 
"D' — offer  you  our  deepest  sympathy  In 
the  loss  you  have  sustained  by  tho 
death  of  such  a  splendid  and  gallant 
lad  as  your  nephew. 

"Major  F.  A.  Robertson  was  wounded 
in  tho  forehead'  by  a  piece  of  shell, 
and  report  has  it  may  lose  an  eye. 
Provided  tho  sight  of  the  eye  is  not 
destroyed  the  wound,  though  severe,  la 
not  dangerous. 

"Major  Roger  Montelth  is  also  severe- 
ly wounded  by  shell  splinters.  While 
Very  severe,  his  wounds,  the  doctor 
states,  should  not  be  dangerous.  W.  T. 
may  know  John  Hay.  for  some  time 
city  solicitor  of  Vancouver.  Poor  John 
died  of  wounds  two  days  after  the 
'show.'  'Bill'  Rochfort  returned  to 
England  a  little  over  two  weeks  ago — 
sick. 

"I  regret  that  I  cannot  tell  you  where 
we  are  nor  give  you  a  description  of 
our  life  and  doings  at  the  front:  tho 
censor  does  not  permit  It.  The  weather 
is  wet  and  the  mud  beggars  descrip- 
tion."

Lieut.  Herbert  Renwlck  Hammond  is 
another  Victoria  officer  to  be  awarded 
the  Military  Cross  for  gallant  conduct 
under  fire.  He  was  wounded  about  two 
weeks  ago  and  Is  now  in  a  hospital  at 
Le  Touquet,  but  Is  said  to  be  suffering 
only  from  minor  Injuries.  Particulars 
of  the  act  for  which  Lieut  Hammond 
was  honored  have  not  yet  been  re- 
ceived. 

Tho  son  of  tho  late  Mr.  H.  C.  Ham- 
mond, of  Osier  a  Hammond,  stock  brok- 
en of  Toronto,  Lieut.  Hammond  was 
born  in  that  city,  and  ho  received  his 
education  at  tho  Royal  Military  College, 
Kingston,  where  ho  gained  his  first  In- 
sight into  military  affairs.. 

He  came  out  here  In  1913  and  pur- 
chased a  farm  at  Metchosln,  where  he 
resided  while  on  the  Island.  He  was 
given  his  commission  in  the  Spring  of 
last  year,  and  left  here  with  one  of  the 
early  overaeaa  units  as  lieutenant,  be- 
ing later  promoted  to  captaincy.  In  or- 
der that  he  might  transfer  to  the  Cana- 
dian Field  Artillery  he  became  lieuten- 
ant again,  and  In  that  capacity  he  had 
spent  the  past  two  or  three  months  at 
the  front 

His  wife  and  three  children  are  now 
In  London.  She  was  formerly  Miss 
Lemon,  daughter  of  Mrs.  A.  T.  Ogllvla 
No  relatives  are  at  present  in  tho  city, 
although  he  is  well  known  here.

To- 
day a  report  over  his  signature  of  the 
position  of  various  public  works  of  the 
municipality  will  be  laid  before  tha 
works  committee  of  the  Saanich  Coun- 
cil. 

Badly  Buffeted — Charles  Woodcock, 
who  waa  a  few  days  ago  refused  tha 
right  to  go  from  Victoria  to  San  Diego 
by  the  immigration  authorttiaa  and 
later  was  ordered  put  of  town  by  the 
police,  was  arrested  on  Saturday  at 
Vancouver  on  his  arrivel  there.  Whan 
ha  appaared  before  Magistrate  Shaw  on 
a  vagrancy  charge,  bia  counsel,  Mr. 
Frank  Lyons,  told  tha  sad  atory  of  his 
client's  misfortunes,  adding  that  Wood- 
cock wanted  to  get  out  of  Vancouver, 
but  ha  could  not  taka  the  city  Jail 
with  him.  Tha  macistrata  allowed 
Woodcook  out  on  $25  bail,  and  Mr. 
Lyona  aasured  tha  court  that  ha  would 
get  out  a,nd  stay  out — unless  tha  naxt 
place  he  reaches  aends  him  back  again. 

Want  viaduct  Ytalahed  —  Mayor 
Stewart,  Aldermen  Porter  and  Peden  and 
City  Engineer  Rust  were  appointed  a 
committee  of  the  Council  last  night  to 
ask  the  Provincial  Government  to  do 
what  it  can  to  permit  tha  Canadian 
Northern  Railway  to  hasten  tha  com- 
pletion of  the  viaduct  under  Burnslda 
Road.  Alderman  Porter,  wao  Intro- 
duced a  motion  to  that  effect  said  that 
there  had  been  a  hitch  between  the  con- 
tractors and  the  Government  over  tha 
strength  of  the  structure  after  work 
had  been  commenced.  The  street  la 
barricaded  and  the  company  has  stopped 
operations,  causing  great  inconvenience 
and  annoyance  to   the  traveling  public.

At  one  end 
Is  tha  musicians'  gallery,  where  tha 
musical  programme  and  entertainment 
under  the  skilled  dlrecUon  of  Mra.  R.  H. 
Pooley  will  be  given.  The  charge  for 
afternoon   tea  will  be  25  cents. 

Oasa  Discontinue*  —  Tlrnms  vs.  Hodg- 
1ns  was  a  case  down  for  trial  In  tha 
Provincial  police  court  yesterday  morn- 
ing. Tha  former  had  lodged  a  charge 
of  theft  agalnat  the  defendant,  which 
was  changed  to  one  of  being  In  poeaee- 
aion  of  stolen  gooda.  It  derelopad  that 
Jamea  Tlrnms,  of  Matchosln,  owed 
Joseph  Hodglna,  of  tha  same  dlatrict, 
a  aum  of  money.  The  latter  adopted 
the  ,  somewhat  exemplary  method  of 
collecting  it  by  taking  poaaaaalon  of 
Timms'  horse  and  rig,  returning 
the  animal  after  ha  had  secured 
the  conveyance  and  the  harneee. 
To  thla  Tlmma  took  exception 
and  began  proceedings.  Counael  for 
the  defendant,  before  the  caae  went  on, 
explained  that  hla  client  admitted  that 
ha  bad  exceeded  hla  rlghta  and  waa 
willing  to  pay  the  coata  If  the  action 
waa  discontinued.

the  chair.  In  honor  of  the  tercentenary 
of  Shakespeare,  Mr.  E.  O.  S.  Schole- 
fleld  had  on  exhibition  all  the  material 
poaaeeaed  by  the  library  which  Per- 
talned  to  Shakespeare  and  the  period  in 
which  he  lived,  included  In  the  collec- 
tion were  a  great  many  famous  en- 
gravings afid  prints,  facsimile  copies 
of  original  quartos  and  folloa  of  other 
Elizabethan  writers,  alao  a  facsimile 
copy  of  the  first  complete  collection  of 
Shakespeare  plays,  published  In  1621. 
Original  coplea  of  tha  later  seventeenth 
and  early  eighteenth  centuries  were  alao 
shown.  Tha  collection  la  moat  com- 
plete, even  to  the  lateat  editions  of  the 
works  of  the  greatest  Shakeeperian 
scholars  of  all  nationalities.  Mr. 
Scholefleld  apoke  briefly  concerning  the 
great  dramatist,  and  Mr.  Garslde,  a 
lifelong  student  of  8hakespeare,  gave  a 
ahort  talk  on  the  earlier  dramatists 
of  the  Elizabethan  era  A  hearty  vote 
of  thanks  waa  extended  by  the  club  to 
Mr.  Scholefleld  for  the  excellent  man- 
ner In  which  he  had  prepared  the  ex- 
hibition.

Premier  Brewster  will  maintain  as  hta 
permanent  office  at  the  Legislative 
buildings  the  office  formerly  occupied  by 
Sir  Richard  McBrlde,  who  also  held  the 
portfolio  of  Mines,  and  later  by  Mr. 
Lome  A.  Campbell  when  he  was  Minis- 
ter of  Mines.  This  will  necessitate  frnd- 
lnsr  new  quarters  for  the  present  Min- 


ister of  Mines,  Hon.  William  Sloan,  who 
Is  at  present  domiciled  In  a  small  of- 
fice, one  of  the  number  contained  with- 
in the  department's  suite.  The  renova- 
tion work  being-  undertaken  in  the  At- 
torney-General's office,  formerly  occu- 
pied by  ex-Premier  Bowser,  will  be  com.

The  appointment  of  a  Royal  Com- 
mission to  Investigate  In  the  fullest 
possible  manner  the  alleged  Irregu- 
larities at  tbe  Vancouver  by-election 
held  on  February  2t  last,  covering  the 
"plugging"  scandal  as  well  as  any  other 
Irregularities,  will  be  requested  of  His 
Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor  by  tbe 
new  Government  This  decision  was 
reached  at  yesterday's  session  of  the 
executive  council,  at  which  all  members 
were  present.  It  is  the  desire  of  the 
Government,  Premier  Brewster  stated 
last  evening,  that  the  probe  Into  the 
whole  matter  should  be  as  complete  as 
possible,  and  no  effort  will  be  spared 
to  get  at  the  truth  of  the  alleged 
crookednesa 

The  commission.  If  appointed,  will  be 
composed  of  one  or  three  Judges,  and 
will  have  the  fullest  possible  power  to 
go  Into  every  phase  of  the  matter.  Just 
when  the  Commission  will  sit  has  not 
been  decided,  but  that  will  depend  upon 
hew  soon  the  judges  selected  are  free 
from   their  Judicial   duties. 

Asked  If,  In  case  witnesses  who  testi- 
fied on  the  same  matter  at  the  recent 
legislative  inquiry  are  not  now  avail- 
able, their  evidence  then  taken  will  be 
admitted.  Premier  Brewster  stated  that 
that  was  a  legal  point  on  which  he  did 
not  feel  he  could  pass  an  opinion.  It 
was  pointed  out  to  him  that,  for  In- 
stance, Herbert  Pearce,  who  was  a 
"star"  witness  at  the  legislative  in- 
quiry, is  now  out  of  the  country,  and 
Is  supposed  to  be  living  in  Australia. 
The  Premier  stated  Pearce's  present 
address  is  known  and,  If  necessary,  he 
could    be   brought  back. 

Premier  Brewster  stated  John  T. 
Bcott  would  be  brought  back,  "if  he 
can  be  had."  The  question  of  the  ad- 
mission of  Scott's  statement,  made  after 
his  return  to  Vancouver,  to  Joseph  Mar- 
tin, K.  C,  a  copy  of  which  Hon.  Mr. 
Brewster  has,  and  another  copy  is  on  tho 
official  files  of  the  Attorney-General's 
office.  Is  another  matter  for  the  com- 
mission. The  attempt  of  Mr.  Martin 
to  Introduce  it  in  evidence  in  the  police 
court,  In  Vancouver,  after  Scott  Jumped 
his  bail,  proved  unsuccessful,  the  magis- 
trate holding  It  could  not  be  submitted. 
Premier  Brewster  made  it  clear  that  It 
is  his  sincere  desire  to  get  at  the  bot- 
tom of  the  whole  matter,  irrespective  of 
who  Is  guilty  or  to  What  party  they 
may  belong,  and  for  that  reason  a  royal 
commission,  entirely  free  from  Govern- 
ment Influence,  was  the  only  proper 
method   of  conducting   the   Inquiry.

Alderman  Johns  Would  Have 
PoKce  Stop  Infractions  of 
Sabbath  Laws— Unfair  to 
Other  Retailers, 


The  City  Council  but  night  adopted 
the  resolution  of  Alderman  Johns  aimed  at 
giving  the  police  commlaslonsrs  more  dofl. 
nlte  instructions  as  to  the  closing  of  retail 
grocery    stores   on   Sunday. 

This  waa  after  Alderman  Johns  brought 
to  the  Council  a  can  of  green  peas  whl:h 
he  said  he  bought  at  a  Chinese  grocery 
store  at  2651  Douglas  Street  on  Sunday 
after  church  In  the  morning.  Alderman 
Johns  challenged  the  statement  of  the 
police  commissioners  that  the  stores  doing 
business  on  Sunday  were  selling  only 
candles,    fruit    and    tobaccos. 

"Tou  can  buy  those  things  at  any  store 
and  bring  them  here  and  say  you  bought 
them  on  Sunday,"  cried  the  Mayor,  who 
ia  one  of  the  police  commissioners.  "If 
you  bought  those  things  on  Sunday  you 
should  give  that  information  to  the  police. 
Be  careful  what  you  say  about  me  be- 
cause I  will  Jump  you  on  the  spot.  I  am 
not   taking   anything   from    you." 

Alderman  Johns  said  men  were  In  the 
habit  of  coming  Into  the  city  and  buying 
suits  of  clothes,  boots  and  shoes  and  sup- 
plies on  the  Sabbath  from  Oriental  stores 
contrary   to   the  Sunday   laws 

To  allow  the  Chinese  ,»n<l  other  stores 
selling  groeerles  to  remain  open  on  Sun- 
day Is  unfair  competition,  declared  Alder- 
man Todd.  "I  advocate  this  resolution."  he 
continued,  "from  the  standpoint  of  protect- 
ing our  own  legitimate  traders  who  are 
maintaining  the  city,  contributing  to  the 
revenue,  obeying  the  laws  and  being  de- 
sirable cltlaens." 

The  resolution  which  the  Council  pass- 
ed last  night  provided  that  stores  aelllng 
the  following  articles  on  week-days  must 
y  remain  cloaed  on  Sunday,  although  they 
might  Intend  to  aell  only  candy,  fruit  and 
tobaccos  on  Sunday:  Baking  powder, 
canned  meats,  oatmeal,  coal  oil,  rice, 
beana,  lard,  sago,  tapioca,  carrots,  cab- 
bage, pumpkins,  squash,  potatoes,  parsnips, 
onions  and  other  articles  usually  sold  In 
grocery  shops,  and  boota  and  ahoea  and 
clothea

Special  apparatus  has  boon  so- 
cured  by  the  department  and  the  far- 
mers instructed  in  Us  use,  with  tbe  re- 
sult that  there  has  been  a  sensible  In- 
crease in  the  production  of  seeds  for 
which  hitherto  the  Province  annually 
sent  outside  a  large  amount  of  money. 
The  department  at  Its  experimental 
plots  In  the  Interior  has  grown  clover 
and  alfalfa  seed  of  the  highest  quality 
and  this  seed  has  been  distributed 
among  the  farmers,  the  Idea  being  to 
place  tbe  farmer  In  possession  of  the 
best  quality  of  clean  seed.

Government  Finds  It  Cannot 
Be  Ready  by  January  18, 
the  Time  Fixed,  and  Sets 
Opening  for  February, 


A  postponement  In  the  date  on  which 
the  new  Legislature,  the  first  of  the 
fourteenth  Parliament  of  British  Colum- 
bia, will  meet,  was  decided  upon  by  the 
executive  council  yesterday  afternoon. 
The  order-ln-councll  dissolving  the  last 
Parliament,  and  fixing  January  18, 
next  as  the  date  for  the  meeting  of  the 
next  Legislature,  was  rescinded.  No  new. 
date  was  fixed,  but  it  is  probable  the 
House  will  assemble  on  February  16 
or  22. 

Premier  Brewster  stated  last  evening 
that,  owing  to  the  great  amount  of 
business  which  the  new  Cabinet  has  to 
deal  with,  and  the  short  time  given  it 
to  prepare  for  the  new  session,  It  was 
found  imperative  to  postpone  the  sit- 
ting of  the  Legislature.  The  date  on 
which  the  House  will  again  assemble 
will  be  announced  In  a  few  days. 

The  dates  of  the  by-elections  in  the 
eight  ridings  In  which  the  Ministers 
must  seek  re-election  have  not  yet  been 
fixed,  but  Premier  Brewster  stated  that 
the  by-elections  would  be  held  within 
the  next  three  weeks.  Information  Is 
now  being  secured  as  to  how  soon  the 
new  lists  can  be  prepared,  and  while 
this  base  been  secured  in  the  case  of 
most  of  the  ridings,  there  is  doubt  as 
to  Just  how  soon  the  Victoria,  and 
especially  the  Vancouver  lists  can  bo 
printed.  In  any  event,  the  elections  will 
be  over  before  the  advent  of  the  Christ- 
mas  holidays. 


MANY  SEEK  (ME  ON 
COMPENSATION  BOARD 


No  Lack  of  Individuals  Willing 
to  Accept  Positions  on  Com- 
rrrlssion  —  Insurance  Com- 
panies Seek  Recognition. 


There  is  no  lack  of  applicants  for  the 
positions  of  members  of  the  Workmen's 
Compensation  Board,  three  of  whom 
must  soon  be  appointed  by  the  new 
Government  The  positions  constitute 
three  of  the  "plums"  which  the  new 
regime  has  at  its  disposal,  and  as  the 
salaries  amount  to  $5,000  per  annum  for 
the  chairman,  and  $4,000  for  each  of  the 
other  members,  and  the  terms  of  office 
are  ten,  nine,  and  eight  years  respective- 
ly, the  fact  that  there  are  some  scores 
In  all  of  applications  Is  not  at  all  sur- 
prising. 

Premier  Brewster  stated  yesterday 
that  so  far  the  personnel  of  the  Board 
has  not  been  decided  upon  and  will  not 
be,  In  all  likelihood,  for  some  time.  In 
the  meantime  the  necessary  work  is  be- 
ing conducted  by  Mr.  Frank  Hinsdale, 
the  expert  engaged  by  the  late  Govern- 
ment and  he  will  carry  ahead  all  neces- 
sary work  until  the  new  board  is 
named. 

The  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  be- 
comes effective  with  the  first  of  the 
year,  and  the  rates  of  assessment  which 
will  be  levied  upon  the  various  classes 
of  employment  Into  which  the  employ- 
ing concerns  of  the  Province  have  been 
divided  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act, 
must  be  fixed  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  late  Government,  by  passing  the 
Workmen's  Compensation  Act  adopted 
the  principle  of  state  Insurance  and 
took  away  from  those  companies  which 
have  been  conducting  casualty  insur- 
ance a  considerable  amount  of  business. 
Now  the  companies  are  seeking  to  In- 
duce the  present  Government  to  give 
them  some  of  the  business,  and  to  that 
end  have  arranged  for  a  meeting  to  be 
held  some  time  next  week  at  which 
representatives  of  'the  companies  will 
wait  upon  the  Government  and  press 
their  claims  to  recognition.

With  the  approach  of  the  new  year 
general  speculation  Is  developing  among 
residents  of  South  Saanlch  as  to  who 
will  be  candidates  for  the  reeveshlp  and 
the  councillors'  chairs  In  tho  1917 
council. 

Last  night  Mr.  George  McGregor,  who 
has  presided  over  the  affairs  of  that 
body  for  five  years,  announced  definite- 
ly that  his  decision  was  "final  and  un- 
alterable," and  that  he  would  not  ask 
for  another  term.  He  had  made  up  his 
mind  to  retire  and  under  no  circum- 
stances would  change  it.  For  some 
time  It  has  been  known  that  Reeve  Mc- 
Gregor was  contemplating  stepping 
aside,  but  some  doubt  was  expressed  as 
to  whether  it  was  authentic.  His  ex- 
planation of  his  position  now,  which  is 
clear  and  emphatic,  leaves  the  field 
clear. 

Councillor  F.  N.  Borden,  who  has  rep- 
resented Ward  I  for  six  or  seven  years, 
Is  mentioned  as  a  candidate  for  the 
reeveshlp.  While  he  could  not  be 
reached  personally  yesterday  It  is  be- 
lieved that  he  will  accept  nomination, 
and  his  many  friends  predict  that  he 
will  be  strongly  supported  at  the  polls. 
They  consider  that  his  long  service  has 
put  him  In  close  touch  and  given  him 
a  firm  grip  of  all  the  problems  facing 
the  municipality's  administration,  and 
that  he  Is  the  logical  choice  of  the  vo- 
ters. 

Two  other   names   have   been   spoken 


of  In  connection  with  the  same  office. 
One  is  that  of  Mr.  Anton  Henderson,  a 
former  member  of  the  City  Council,  who 
has  taken  a  prominent  part  recently  in 
the  counsels  of  the  Saanlch  Ratepayers' 
Association.  He  is  understood  to  have 
beeen  asked  whether  he  would  consider 
permitting  his  name  to  be  put  forward 
and  to  have  definitely  declined.  Tho 
other  is  that  of  Mr.  Joseph  Nicholson, 
who  has  served  In  the  Saanlch  Council, 
Is  widely  acquainted  In  the  district, 
and  has  a  strong  following.  When 
questioned.  Mr.  Nicholson  said  that  he 
had  not  made  up  his  mind  and  was  not 
ready  to  make  any  statement. 

If  Councillor  Borden  consents  to  run 
It  will  make  an  election  for  councillor 
necessary  In  Ward  I.  According  to  re- 
port believed  to  be  authentic.  Councillor 
J.  A.  Grant,  of  Ward  6,  has  determined 
to  retire,  which  would  render  the  selec- 
tion of  a  successor  necessary  there. 
Councillor  Grant  has  been  a  member  of 
the  council  for  five  years  at  different 
times  and  Is  of  the  opinion,  it  Is  said, 
that  It  Is  time  for  some  other  ratepay- 
ers of  Ward  6  to  step  in  and  take  a 
hand  in  tho  conduct  of  the  municipal- 
ity's affairs. 

As  fsr  as  can  be  ascertained  all  the 
other  councillors  will  be  In  the  field 
again.  These  Include  Councillor  W. 
Carey,  who  has  represented  Ward  2  for 
one  year;  Councillor  W.  F.  Somer,  who 
has  been  on  the  council  for  two  terms; 
Councillor  D.  W.  Jones,  for  one  year  the 
representative  of  Ward  4;  Councillor 
H.  E.  Tanner,  who  has  been  the  spokes- 
man for  Ward  »  for  three  years;  and 
Councillor  H.  M.  Dlggon.  who  has  rep- 
resented Ward  7  for  a  single  term.

fell   in   many   sections  of    the    Province 
during  the  day. 

One  of  the  lowest  barometric  pros.' 
sures  on  record  formed  oft  the  coast  In 
the  latitude  of  Prince  Rupert  on  Sat- 
urday last,  the  influence  of  which  was 
felt  over  a  tremendous  area.  Including 
the  Yukon  on  the  north  and  Southern 
California  on  the  south.  It  caused  ris- 
ing temperature  In  the  heart  of  the  vast 
region  of  the  Prairie  Provinces.  Heavy 
gales  were  sst  up  along  the  Pacific  sea- 
board, particularly  on  the  stretch  be- 
tween tbe  mouth  of  the  Columbia  River 
and  the  entrance  to  the  Strff.ts.  The 
storm  centre  passing  Inland  during  Sat- 
urday night  caused  rising  winds  in  this 
vicinity,  which  reached  their  greatest 
Intensity  during  the  hour  between  4  and 
B  o'clock  on  Sunday  morning.  The 
hourly  velocity  at  that  time  waa  con- 
siderably more  than  40  miles  and,  dur- 
ing short  Intervals,  ranged  as  high  as 
66  miles  an  hour.  This  was  aocom-, 
panled  by  heavy  rain.  » 

Sunday  was  characterized  by  squally 
weather  with  intermittent  periods  of 
high  wind,  rain,  hall,  snow  and  bright 
sunshine.  The  wind  direction  veered  to 
the  southwest  during  tho  day  end  again 
reached  sustained  high  velocities  lata 
In  the  afternoon  and  early  in  the  even- 
ing. Average  velocities  during  hour 
periods  then  reached  as  high  as  41 
miles  per  hour.  The  weight  of  tho  blow 
had  fully  passed  at  10  p.m.  en  Sunday. 
Much  snow  waa  noted  In  the  higher' 
levels  of  the  Rooke  Hills  to  the  west  of 
the  city  yesterday  morning  and  on  the 
Olympic  Mountains  on  tho  south.  The 
conditions  on  tho  coast  last  night  were 
characterised  as  being  a  lull  and  a  gen- 
eral falling  of  temperatures  Is  to  be 
expected.

AS  Bngllsh  Bohool 
Cheltenham  College  is  ox  of  tba  old. 
est  of  the  great  English  schools  for 
girls.  It  was  founded  more  than  sixty 
years  ago  and  under  modern  conditions 
retains  the  best  of  the  Old  traditions. 
The  building  is  a  very  beautiful  one 
and  the  S60  students  love  and  reverence 
their  principal,  Miss  Faithful,  Who,  it  Is 
said,  is  the  personal  friend  of  each.  As 
might  be  anticipated  all  the  girls  are 
busy  with  war  work.  There  la  a  hos- 
pital near  which  Evelyn  Miller,  writing 
in  tba  Lady's  Pictorial,  tells  us  Is  run 
by  the  girls  and  governesses,  even  tba 
commandant  being  one  of  the  staff. 

The  school  is  proud  of  Its  playing 
fields,  its  gym  and  its  baths,  where  its 
students  develop  into  strong,  healthy, 
happy  women.  The  spiritual  side  of  the 
nature  of  tbe  girls  is  ministered  to 
throughout  her  life  at  Cheltenham  and 
when  the  young  women  pass  from  Its 
balls  to  the  outer  world  they  have  not 
only  a  sound  and  broad  education  but 
high  ideals  and  good  habits. 

Yet,  Mlts  Faithful  believes  that  even 
the  teaching  given  at  Cheltenham  has 
been  shown  in  the  last  two  years  to  be 
lacking  In  some  of  the  special  studies 
needed  for  greater  practical  usefulness. 
Whether,  when  -peace  returns,  her  Judg- 
ment may  again  be  modified,  la  a  ques- 
tion time  will  answer.  Cheltenham's 
head  at  preaent  says: 

"I  consider  that  the  education  of  wo- 
men at  tbe  present  time  needs  adjust- 
ment Business  methods,  book-keeping, 
etc.,  should  form  part  of  their  train- 
ing, in  place  of  fine  and  applied  art 
such  things  as  carpentering,  designing, 
architectural  drawing,  and  engineering 
draughtsmanship  might  be  taught.  There 
seems  likely  to  be  also  a  greater  de- 
mand for  women  in  the  free  libraries, 
for  cataloguing,  classification,  etc.  At 
a  later  stage  of  a  girl's  education,  such 
subjects  ss  gardening  and  agriculture 
might  be  specialised  in;  but  as  a  pre- 
liminary to  all  these  special  studies,  a 
good  general  education  is  absolutely  es- 
sential. Science  will  probably  be  far 
more  popular  and  useful  to  girls  than 
heretofore.  Medicine  Is  already  becom- 
ing very  popular  as  a  career;  but  the 
equipment  for  this  profession  takes  a 
long  time.  There  are  also  openings  for 
research  work  In  science;  research  In 
anaesthetics  seems  to  be  much  needed." 
When  this  terrible  struggle  is  over  It 
Is  to  be  hoped  that  not  only  Chelten- 
ham but  the  great  schools  everywhere 
will  still  have  plenty  of  time  to  devote 
to  those  studies  which  tend  to  refine 
and  beautify  life. 

But  the  lady  who  has  learned  tbe  les- 
son of  today  may  be  trusted  to  learn 
that  of  tomorrow,  and  to  send  from 
her  school  In  the  future  as  In  the  past 
such  women  as  the  poet  had  in  mind 
when  he  wrote: 

"A  perfect  woman,  nobly  planned. 
To  warn,  to  comfort  and  command, 
And  yet  a  Spirit  still  and  bright 
With  something  of  an  angel  light."

Among  those  who  are  working  for 
the  peace  of  the  world  in  theae  daya 
Of  awful  strlfo  la  Lady  . Buchanan,  the 
wife  of  the  Russian  ambassador.  No 
one  but  a  mother  and  one  with  a  kind, 
good  heart  could  have  conceived  her 
plan  and  carried  it  out  with  loving 
tact. 

Like  thousands  of  other  wealthy  wo- 
men Lady  Buchanan  is  supporting  hos- 
pitals for  wounded  men.  She  is  living 
In  Petrograd  and  It  Is  natural  she 
should  work  there.  But  to  send  every 
dlspharged  soldier  back  to  his  home 
with  clothing  for  bis  children  and  pre- 
sents for  his  wife  is  to  add  a  happiness 
and  a  consolation  of  which  it  is  bard 
to  estimate  the  value.  It  Is  not  sur- 
prising to  learn  that  throughout  the 
length  and  breadth  of  Russia  there  are 
homes  in  which  this  English  lady  and 
her  country  are  blessed. 

The  story  is  told  in  a  Russian  sup- 
plement to  a  recent  issue  of  the  Lon- 
don Times  of  how  Lady  Luchanan  wins 
the  confidence  of  tbe  men  and,  having 
learned  their  circumstances,  prepares  a 
parcel  of  things  needed  In  each  home. 
Pretty,  warm  garments  are  the  most 
frequent  gifts,  but  if  the  man  Is  a 
bachelor  his  needs  are  not  forgotten. 
V.ry  touching  letters  have  been  re- 
ceived showing  how  greatly  the  wives 
appreciate  the  loving  gifts  and  the  kind 
nursing  of  the  Englishwoman.  The 
spirit  that  animates  Lady  Buchanan  Is 
that  which  will  do  most  for  friendship 
between  the  nations  of  'he  world,  it 
should  make  us  in  Canada  ashamed  or. 
the  Jealousies  that  divide  us.

When  a  woman  does  the  same  work 
and  does  it  as  well  as  a  man  there  Is 
great  injustice  in  paying  her  less  than 
he  receives.  In  our  city  schools  men 
have  left  vacancies  that  have  been 
filled  by  women.  The  work  has  been 
done  as  well  hs  by  the  men,  but  the 
women  are  receiving  far  smaller  sal- 
aries. 

It  Is  a  common  contention  that  men 
have  greater  obligations  to  meet  than 
women.  Even  If  thla  were  true  It 
should  not.  It  Is  contended,  affect  the 
matter  of  wages.  The  work  Is  worth 
so  much  to  the  employer  whether  that 
employer  be  an  Individual  or  a  com- 
munity. » 

But  there  are  many  women  who  have 
obligations  and  responsibilities  laid  up- 
on them  which  they  aa  well  as  men 
must  carry.

The  City  Hall  will  not  start  any  in- 
vestigation Into  rising  prices  until  it* 
members  are  more  certain  of  their 
ground.  Alderman  Porter  who  has  had 
charge  of  the  proposed  Investigation 
under  the  Dominion  order-ln-councll  told 
the  aldermen  last  night  that  under 
present  conditions  the  City  Council  can 
do  very  little  He  said  any  person  or 
organisation  having  Information  about 
combines  to  raise  prices  or  restrict  out- 
put could  give  tbe  Information  to  the 
city  to  pasa  on  to  Ottawa.

"I  think  we  here  can  do  very  littles 
with  this  high  price  problem."  said 
Alderman  Porter  at  last  night's  meet- 
ing, "it  is  a  matter  of  Dominion,  not 
municipal  importance.  Prices  are  not 
regulated  In  Victoria,  but  further  East 
snd  South. 

"With  high  vegetable  and  other  iuch 
commodity  prices  tho  trouble  la  lack 
of  production.  That  a  what  make* 
them  dear.  We  have  the  soil  here  but 
It  is  not  tilled  to  the  extent  it  should 
be.  If  people  tilled  the  noil  more  we 
would  not  have  any  trouble  over  the 
cost  of  vegetables.  With  our  cultiva- 
tion of  vacant  lot  scheme,  laat  year 
only  30  odd  persons  cultivated  lots. 
The  yoar  befoUb  there  were  70  and  many 
of  them  did  it  just  to  set  an  example 
to  those  who  would  really  benefit.  And 
we  agreed  to  furnish  any  lot  cultivator 
with   water   and    fertiliser."

Board 


NEW  YORK,  Dec.  4.— Frank  A.  Van- 
derlip,  prealdent  of  the  National  City 
Bank,  said  In  an  Interview  on  Sunday 
that,  far  from  acting  as  a  stabilising 
finance  Influence  in*  United  States,  be- 
lieved the  recent  action  of  the  Federal 
reserve  board  in  advising  against  the 
purchase  in  the  United  Statea  of  short 
term  treaaury  notes  of  the  Allies,  would 
operate  in  the  opposlts  direction.  Mr. 
Vsnderllp  said  he  conaldered  that  a 
large  American  purchase  of  easily  con- 
vertible f orehrji  securities  would  be  at 
thla  time  a  thing  much   to   be  desired. 

"It  would  act  to  cure  the  two  great 
evils  in  monetary  conditions  confront- 
ing us,"  he  explained,  "the  two  evils 
oemg,  first,  that  we  Import  too  much 
gold,  and  eechndly  that  when  the  time 
comes  for  export  our  business  will  b* 
hurt  by  th*  turn  of  the  tide.  The  pur- 
chase of  th*  trsasury  note*  would  hive 
prevented  the  further  Import  of  gold, 
because  th*  notes  would  have  paid  'for 
supplies;  and.  also,  tho  purehsse  would 
have  given  to  this  country  securities 
that  could  be  dumped  Into  the  Euro- 
pean market  when  the  tide  turned.  Just 
a*  England  unloaded  her  American 
securities   here."

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Mr.  E.  B.  Shakespear  sends  the  fol- 
lowing contribution  to  the  discussion 
on  the  subject  of  the  present  visitation 
of  owls  to  this  Part  of  the  Coast: 

"Our  friend  and  advocate  for  tho 
owl,  though  trying  to  make  a  very 
worthy  attempt  on  behalf  of  its  safety, 
is  not  wholly  correct  in  saying  that  tho 
owl  cannot  see  by  daylight  These  owls 
now  visiting  this  district  In  such  groat 
numbers  can  be  seen  "on  tbe  move" 
quite  early  In  tho  afternoon  and  a*  a 
proof  of  their  being  able  to  see,  wall, 
never  seem  to  make  a  mistake  In  thalr 
flight  from  branch  to-  branch. 

"At  Cadboro  Bay  I  came  across  two 
of  tho  very  large  grey  type,  and  though 
In  broad  daylight,  we  were  allowed  to 
approach  within  about  10  yards  of  one 
and  examine  It  thoroughly  before  St 
flow  towards  the  Longhurat  property. 

"While  on  this  subject  I  may  mention 
for  tho  benefit  of  Mr.  Ounter  that  on* 
Saturday  afternoon,  about  dusk,  I  saw 
near  Tlllleutn  Station  (B.C.E.R.).  a  very 
largo  whit*  bird  settle.  I  took  little 
notloo  of  It  though  fancied  It  to  be 
an  owl.  owing  to  tha  time  and  ■urround- 
Ings.  A  youth,  more  curious  than  my- 
self, ran  to  tho  top  of  the  rise  for  a 
better  vl*W.  saying  It  was  so  large  that 
Its  span  of  Its  wings  was  greater  than 
ho  could  reach,  also  that  It  had  la  It* 
claws  some  large,  black  object.

PROSPECTS  GOOD  FOR 
RUGBY  TEAM'S  VISIT 


Manager  of  Michigan  Univer- 
sity Men's  Projected  Tour 
Is  Favorable  to  Playing 
Matches  Here, 


Mr.  Behrena,  graduata  manager  Of 
Stanford  University,  who  Is  arranging 
for  the  tour  of  the  Michigan  University 
Rugby  team,  was  in  Victoria  on  Bun- 
day  and  had  an  interview  with  W,  II. 
Davles  relative  to  the  playing  of  a 
match  or  match**  her*  by  th*  touring 
team? 

The  visit  of  the  team  to  the  British 
Columbia  coast  depends  to  a  great  ex- 
tent on  whether  arrangements  can  bo 
made  with  th*  Vancouver  official*  but, 
unless  the  negotiation*  fall  through.  It 
seems  to  bo  fairly  certain  that  It  will 
be  possible  to  arrange  for  the  Michi- 
gan men  to  play  Rugby  here.  It  will 
take  In  the  neighborhood  of  Ave  thou- 
sand dollars  to  finance  tho  tour,  so  that 
It  Is  necessary  to  go  over  the  ground 
carefully  In  advance  to  learn  the  prob- 
able chances  of  drawing  good  gate*. 
That  th*  class  of  Rugby  which  would 
be  seen  would  be  a  good  on*  may  b* 
taken  for  granted,  when  It  la  learned 
that  nine  of  the  Michigan  team  ara 
South  Africans,  who  are  taking  a  spe- 
cial course  In  mining  at  the  Univer- 
sity, and  that  these  nine  men  all  played 
together  on  the  same  team  In  South 
Africa  The  climatic  conditions  Just 
now  in  Michigan  ara  of  course,  prohibi- 
tive to  the  playing  of  Rugby,  so  that 
the  team  will  b*  handicapped  by  wans 
Of  recent  practice.

APPEAL  FOR  FUNDS 

Wives  and  Children  of  Those 
Fighting  Battle  for  Liberty 
Should  Know  No  Want, 
Says  Premier, 


There  wu  a  large  and  sympathetic 
audience  present  at  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church  on  Sunday  •▼•nine,  on  the 
occasion  of  an  address  by  the  Premier, 
the  Hon.  II.  C.  Brewster,  on  the  neces- 
sity of  everyone  givtnc  of  their  manna 
In  aid  of  the  Patriotic  Fund.  Rev.  J. 
O.  Inkatar  delivered  a  abort  sermon. 
In  which  ha  laid  atraaa  on  the  fact  that 
natlona  which  atand  for  humanity, 
freedom  and  truth,  can  never  be  shaken. 
The  service  throughout  waa  of  a  dla- 
ttnctly  patriotic  nature.  The  pa*  tor 
raad  the  IM  namaa  on  the. honor  roll 
Of  the  church,  while  the  whole  audi- 
ence ateod  with  bowed  heada,  la  re- 
aped to  tho  man  who  had  voluntarily 
anawarad  to  tha  call  to  anna  Thoaa 
who  had  been  killed  In  action  were 
made  apeclal  mention  of.  the  organist 
playing-  tha  "Dead  March." 

The  Pramler  considered  It  a  vary  fit- 
ting elrcumatanca  that  tha  church, 
whoaa  prlnclplaa  were  at  ataka  In  thia 
conflict,  ahould  ha  instrumental  in  open- 
ing tha  campaign  of  tho  Patriotic  Aid 
Society.  The  war  waa  no  campaign  of 
agrgraaalon  on  the  part  of  tha  Allies. 
No  auah  cauaa  aa  that  bad  taken  tha 
240  man  whoaa  names  bad  Juat  been 
raad  out  away  from  thalr  homaa  in 
thia  Western  land.  They  had  fought 
and  died  that  honor  might  reign  su- 
preme. Thay  held  that  a  "scrap  of 
Paper"  signed  by  two  natlona  waa  aa 
binding  aa  the  oath  between  two  In- 
dividuals. 

Turning  to  a  consideration  of  tha 
work  of  tha  Patriotic  Aid  Society,  what, 
tha  Premier,  waa  to  become  of 
wives  and  ahlldren  of  thoaa  hemes 
who  had  sacrificed   all   for  thia  cause. 

Wara  they  to  be  permlttad  to  want 
for  anything?  It  waa  tha  duty  of 
wry  loyal  Canadian  to  give  of  hla 
means  until  tha  well-being  of  all  who 
were  left  behind  waa  assured.  Every 
aacrlfice  ahould  be  made  in  order  that 
the  boys  at  the  front  could  know  that 
thoaa  at  home  were  caring  for  the  loved 
ones  they  bad  left  behind.  Tboae  who 
could  not  fight  could  at  leant  pay.  Dis- 
tance alone  separated  us  from  the  field 
of  battle,  a  distance  which  in  no  way 
relieved,  but  rather  augmented  the  de- 
gree of  duty  which  had  to  be  fulfilled. 

He  pointed  out  that'  It  had  become 
too  common  a  habit  mong  many  people 
to  neglect  the  dutlea  at  home,  assum- 
ing that  the  Government  would  aee  to 
It  that  the  money  waa  paid.  Thia  waa 
an  entirely  wrong  attitude,  for  It  was 
impossible  for  the  nation  to  do  itaduty 
unless  the  Individual  did  hla  He  re- 
ferred, In  closing,  to  tha  requeat  of 
8lr  David  Beatty  that  the  Empire 
ahould  aend  more  men;  ahould  give 
mora  freely  of  Ita  money;  but,  moat  of 
nil,  ahould  offer  sympathetic  prayera 
for  Ita  fighting  men  both  on  land  and 
aea.  The  conflict  must  be  continued 
until  all  men  would  know'  that  we 
fought  that  man  might  still  be  honor- 
able and  true  to  hla  God. 

Rev.  Mr.  Inkatar.  in  hla  aermon, 
pointed  out  that  this  terrible  conflict 
waa  proving  that  It  waa  impossible  for 
man  to  get  away  from  God.  Man  waa 
being  brought  face  to  face  with  the 
etern  realities  of  life,  and  the  myatery 
of  death,  and  ritual,  dogmas,  and  new 
doctrines  were  faat  fading  Into  signifi- 
cance. No  man  could  say  that  human- 
ity waa  degenerating,  when  Inside  of 
two  years,  Great  Britain  had  raised  a 
voluntary  army  of  5,000,000  men,  whose 
eole  aim  waa  the  preservation  of  honor 
and  Justice  among  the  natlona

Sir,— I  have  read  of  no  more  atriklng 
evidence  of  the  fallacy  of  placing  hu- 
man intelligence  aa  the  sole  arbiter  of 
one's  faith  in  thinga  which  He  outside 
the  domain  of  human  thought,  than 
that  whloh  appeared  in  the  columna  of 
your  paper  this  morning  regarding  Bib- 
lical authority  and  the  Deity  of  Chrlat. 

I  write  aa  one  who  baa  a  reason  for 
the  faith  given  me,  from  a  totally  dif- 
ferent standpoint,  and  not  In  a  spirit 
of  controversy,  for  that  I  could  not  do; 
but  aa  one  who  can  accept  tha  Invio- 
lability of  Holy  Scripture  without  vio- 
lence to  their  Intelligence. 

Human  Intelligence  with  Its  aubtle 
logic  and  reasonings  Is  after  all  very 
circumscribed  to  the  conditions  and 
limitations  of  tha  aenses  of  thia  earthly 
Ufa  Mankind  boasts  in  the  achieve- 
ments of  science.  In  Ita  many  depart- 
ments of  labor  and  research,  and  rightly 
so,  as  a  crowning  result  of  that  Intelli- 
gence properly  applied;  but  thia  knowl- 
edge of  science,  the  acme  of  human  in* 
telllgence  after  all.  has  solely  to  do  with 
facta  ascertained  by  examination  of  tha 
accessible  physical  universe,  and  there 
It  must  say  Ita  laat  word,  for  science 
cannot  reveal  tho  revelation  of  the  soul 
of  man  with  tha  Supreme  Being,  and 
baa  contributed  nothing  whatever  to 
spiritual  and  moral  Information.  Neither 
can  It  throw  tho  faintest  light  upon  It 
Hence,  tha  ravelatlon  of  science  have 
done  absolutely  nothing  towards 
meeting  the  spiritual  needs  of 
humanity  or  enlarging  Ita  spiritual 
knowledge.  The  question  arises.  Where 
shall  we  And  thia  light,  thia  knowledge, 
and  this  relationship?  I  maintain  thia 
queatlon  baa  but  one  answer,  and  that 
la  that  thia  will  be  found  only  In  the 


to  us.  mneb  leas  tha  spiritual  kingdom 
of  God.  Thia  naturally  leads  to  the 
Inspiration  of  the  Scriptures,  a  much 
abused  and  misunderstood  subject,  a 
favorite  ground  upon  which  pretended 
superior  Intelligence  delights  to  vaunt 
Itself. 

Chrlat  the  Son  of  God  and  the  Scrip- 
tures,  I   maintain,  are   inseparable.      It 
would  bo  aa  foolish  to  Imagine  the  solar 
system    without    lfs   s.m   as   'be   Scrip- 
tures without  tho  Son  of  Rlghteouaneaa. 
What  than  la  the  attitude  of  Chrlat  tc 
the  Scriptures?     He  speaks  With  no  un- 
certain voice,  and  hla  worda  are  charac 
terised  by  simplicity  and  sublimity.  He 
who  la  tha  truth,  who  spake  aa  never 
man   epake,   Hla  attitude  to   the  Scrip- 
tures must  determine  ours.     He  is  Ood, 
He  is  Truth,  He  is  tho  Supreme  Judge. 
There    Is    no    appeal    from    that    court. 
Christ    Jesus    the    Lord    believed    and 
affirmed    the    veracity    of   the    whole    of 
the  Old   Testament    writings   Implicitly, 
and  that  collection  of  books  la  precisely 
tha  aame  la  Christ's   time  aa  it  la  to* 
day.     And   further.    Christ  believed  and 
emphatically    affirmed    the    Moaaic    au- 
thorship of  the  Pentateuch.    He  affirmed 
after  His  glorious  resurrection  that  "all 
things    must   be    fulfilled    which    were 
written  In  the  law  of  Moses  and  in  the 
Prophets  and  in  the  Psalms  concerning 
Ma"     Tbla  Is  the  final  and  overwhelm- 
ing statement  of  Him  who  has  been  de- 
clared the  Bon  of  Ood  with  power,  who 
In  Hla  Oodllkeness  and  alnlessness  went 
about  doing  good,  a  beauty  of  character 
tranacendlng  all.     How  is   it   that  auch 
a    great     distance    exists     between     His 
character  and  all  the  best  that  humanity 
can  produce?     When  In  all  time  did  na- 
tural generation  give  birth  to  a  slnlesfl 
personality?     The   disciples   found    that 
having  seen   Jesus  Christ  they  had  ac- 
tually seen  the  Father,  that  when  they 
looked   upon  One  who  embodied   In   His 
own  personality  all  the  facts  of  the  law 
and    rlghteouaneaa,    who    waa    able    to 
satisfy   all  humanity,   who  In  co-opera- 
tion with  Ood  was  sent  out  to  share  the 
sorrows  of  humanity   In  order   to  draw 
men  to  Himself  and  to  save  them.  They 
had   seen   Ood.     This  revelation  of  the 
Incarnate  appeals  to  the  heart  and  mind 
and  will  of  thoae  who  receive  it.    Shall 
we    believe    In   our    physical    sense    of 
sight,    of    hearing,    and    not    trust    our 
deepest  consciousness  of  our  higher  na- 
ture, the  anawer  of  conscience  of  spirit- 
ual  love?     To   deny   that   spiritual   ex- 
perience ia  as  real  aa  physical  experi- 
ence ia  to  slander  the  noblest  faculties 
of    our    aoul.      The    supreme    subjective 
proof  to  every  Chriatlan  of  the  Deity  of 
hla  Lord  la  his  own  inner  experience  of 
the    great    transforming    power    of    his 
Lord  upon  his  heart  and  Ufa    Aa  aure 
aa    the    sun    shines    is    that    recreative 
power  experienced   from   Him   who   de- 
clared:    "I  came  forth  from  the  Father 
and  am   come   Into   the  world,  again   I 
leave  the  world  and  go  to  the  Father." 
The  name    Father    Is    without   meaning 
apart  from  the  Son;  hence,  the  Son  is 
the  very  essence  of  the  meaning  of  the 
name  of  Father.     Therefore  the  coming 
of  the  Son  into  the  world  Is  the  mani- 
festation  of   the   Father;    for   He   said: 
"I  am  the  way,  the  truth,  the  life;  no 
man  cometh  into  the  world  but  by  Me," 
and   we   know  that   "there   Is  no  other 
name   given   under   heaven   among  men 
whereby  we  must  be  saved." 

As  touching  the  soul,  Christ  never  ut- 
tered more  solemn  words  than  these: 
"Be  not  afraid  of  them  that  kill  tha 
body,  and  after  that  have  no  more  that 
they  can  do.  But  I  will  forewarn  you 
whom  ye  shall  fear.  Fear  Him  which 
after  He  hath  killed,  hath  power  to 
caat  Into  hell;  yea,  I  aay  unto  you,  Fear 
Him! 

It  ia  suicidal  to  believe  Just  what 
pleases  one,  at  the  expenae  and  omission 
of  Divine  truth,  and  there  are  thoae 
who  have  a  very  eaay  way  of  disposing 
of  disagreeable  subjects  by  merely  stat- 
ing. We  do  not  believe  in  that  or  this. 
It  Is  hard  to  conceive  that  the  doctrine 
of  the  Atonement,  and  the  depravity 
and  deceltfulness  of  the  human  heart, 
could  have  a  human  origin  when  man 
always  likes  to  think  well  of  himself. 
We  are  not  the  followers  of  the  historic 
"Jesus"  of  the  critics,  but  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  the  only  begotten  Son  of 
Ood  who  died  for  our  sins  according  to 
the  Scriptures.  The  death  of  Jesus 
Christ  historically  Is  a  fact  ao  well  ac- 
credited that  no  proof  Is  needed  fur- 
ther. But  that  Chrlat  died  for  our  sins 
is  a  fact  which  nothing  but  a  Divine 
revelation  could  possibly  accredit.  Those 
who  give  up  Inspiration  must  give  up 
the  Atonement. 

Some  critics  have  said  that  the 
thoughts  expressed  In  Scripture  are  in- 
spired but  not  the  words.  What  a  fal- 
lacy this  appears  to  be.  Words  repre- 
sent the  thoughts  expressed,  and  in  the 
language  known  to  1>oth  parties.  Will 
the  critics  tell  us  in  what  language 
other  than  hia  own  the  prophet  could 
have  written?  A  revelation  could  only 
be  made  in  human  language.  Is  a  neces- 
sity from  the  limitations  of  human 
thought,  and  how  can  there  be  language 
without  words?  How  can  there  be  in- 
spiration other  than  verbal  Inspiration? 
The  extreme  reverence  with  which  the 
Jews  regarded  their  Scriptures,  even  to 
the  fact  of  the  very  numbering  of  the 
letters  contained  In  the  Sacred  books, 
affords  a  powerful  guarantee  against 
any  deliberate  corruption  of  the  text. 
If  the  Bon  of  God  haa  declared  that  the 
Scriptures  cannot  be  broken,  and  "they 
are  they  which  testify  of  Me."  and  that 
"Hla  word  Is  Truth."  then  it  behooves 
man  humbly  to  accept:  for  rest  assured 
It  Is  not  the  Great  and  Living  Ooda 
way  to  Justify  Himself  at  the  bar  of 
His  creature's  Judgment  and  Irrever- 
ence. "Shall  not  tho  Judge  of  all  the 
earth  do  right?"  The  rejection  of  Bib- 
lical truths  is  a  reflection  on  the  char- 
acter of  the  Almighty  Ood.

Sir. — In  Genesis  27  we  read  that  "the 
Lord  God  formed  man  of  the  dust  of 
the  ground  and  breathed  Into  hia  nos- 
trils tha  Breath  of  Life,  and  man  be- 
came a  living  soul."  Scripture  explains 
Scripture,  the  safest  rule  to  adopt  In 
thla  case.  The  Apostle  Paul  makes  uaa 
of  the  phrase,  "living  eouL"  referring 
to  the  very  verae  in  question,  more 
preferable  to  that  of  uninspired  men. 
The  latter  would  aay,  "There  ia  an 
Immortal  aoul.  for  a©  It  is  written,  the 
first  man  was  made  a  'Living  Soul.' " 
But  Paul  aaya,  "There  la  a  natural  body 
and  so  it  is  written:  The  first  man 
Adam  waa  made  a  living  aoul."  1.  Cor. 
15-44,    46. 

A  natural  body  Is  a  living  earthy 
body,  and  that  *t»  what  he  is  In  his 
present  state,  what  the  Apostle  terms  a 
natural  body  in  verae  44  he  calls  "the 
first  man"  In  verse  47,  where  he  aaye 
"The  firat  man  is  of  the  earth,  earthy." 

First,  he  aays,  "There  is  a  natural 
body." 

Second,  he  proves  that  there  is  a  nat- 
ural body  by  the  words  written.  "The 
first"   man,   Adam,  was  a  living  soul. 

Third,  he  says  that  the  natural  body, 
which  Is  a  living  aoul,  la  "the  first 
man"  or  man  in  the  state  which  Is  first- 
natural. 

Fourth — He  declares  that  this  man  is 
of,  or  out  of.  the  earth,  earthy. 

If  there  is  such  a  thing  as  an  im- 
mortal soul,  then  It  is  a  spiritual  thing, 
and  if  the  immortal  aoul  Is  the  man, 
then  man  Is  now  a  spiritual  being.  Now 
the  Apostle  shows  that  man.  while  he 
may  become  a  spiritual  being,  Is  now 
a  natural  being.  Can  there  be  anything 
plainer  than  his  statements? 

There  Is  a  natural  body  (which,  as  we 
have  seen)  Is  the  man,  the  living  aoul, 
at  the  earth,  earthy,  and  there  la  a 
spiritual  body.  Howbeit,  that  was  not 
first,  which  is  spiritual,  but  that  which 
la  natural,  and  afterward  that  which  is 
spiritual.  And  aa  we  have  borne  the 
Image  of  the  earthy  we  shall  (not  we 
do)  also  bear  the  image  of  the  heaven- 
ly, and  to  make  the  matter  still  more 
clear,  if  possible,  he  adds:  "Now  this  I 
say,  brethren,  that  flesh  and  blood  can- 
not Inherit  the  kingdom  of  God;  neither 
doth  corruption  Inherit  incorruptlon." 
Could  anything  be  clearer  to  show  the 
man  Is  not  both  natural  and  spiritual 
at  the  same  time?  As  In  Adam  all  die 
so  In  Christ  shall  all  be  made  alive. 
Christ  died  and  rose  again.  Having 
abolished  Death  and  brought  life  and 
Incorruptibility  to  light  through  the 
Gospel,  2  Tim.  1-10.  "And  he  that  be- 
lleveth  the  Gospel  and  is  baptised  shall 
be  saved.  He  that  belleveth  not  shall 
be  condemned  when  He  comes  to  Judge 
the  quick  and  dead  at  his  appearing  and 
his    Kingdom."      2    Tim.    4,    1.

Greater  Production. 

Sir, — In  answer  to  the  cry  for  greater 
production  in  foodstuffs  people  every- 
where are  turning  their  attention  to 
opportunities  and  possibilities  of  pro- 
duction uncared  for,  and  In  many  cases 
unthought  of,  until  ugly  necessity 
knocked  at  tha  door  and  forced  their 
attention. 

One  of  the  first  difficulties  met  ia  the 
shortage  of  labor,  as,  for  more  produc- 
tion, you  must  have  more  help. 

It  1b  an  everyday  occurrence  to  read 
of  appeals  for  more  and  yet  more  men 
to  Join  the  colors  here  In  the  West,  and 
on  the  same  page  of  the  paper  is  urgent 
demand  made  for  increasing  production 
and  for  the  starting  of  new  Industries 
and  enterprises.  How  is  it  possible  for 
this  country,  with  its  doors  closed  to  the 
Immigrant,  except  from  the  Orient,  to 
send  more  men  to  the  front,  increasing 
the  difficulty  of  keeping  up  the  usual 
rate  of  production  naturally,  and  at  the 
aame  time  yet  produce  more  with  far 
less  help  and  a  poor  claas  at  that 

Surely  the  time  has  come  for  rational 
ideas  and  a  fixed  line  of  conduct.  Unless 
some  changes  come  about  British  Co- 
lumbia will  have  serious  difficulties  to 
combat  in  connection  with  agriculture 
next  year,  and  should  the  war  end  with- 
out an  adjustment  of  recruiting  It  will 
be  found  that  British  Columbia  will 
have  the  most  serious  problem  of  all 
the  provincea  in  assimilating  Its  re- 
turning warriors,  owing  to  the  fact  that 
we  have  sent  a  larger  proportion  of 
men  than  the  others  and  have  actually 
less  varied  openings  or  professions  in 
which  to  engage  them  in  on  return  to 
civil  life.  Our  industries  In  the  West 
are  as  Important  to  us  and  more  so 
than  those  in  the  East  to  the  Easterners 
who  are  firmly  established,  and  not  hav- 
ing been  drawn  upon  so  severely  will 
not  have  to  catch  up  like  ourselves. 

Openings  abound  on  every  aide  In 
British  Columbia,  and  with  helpful  leg- 
islation some  of  these  can  be  taken  ad- 
vantage of  at  once  and  made,  If  mora 
help  Is  found,  pleaaan  tand  profitable. 
At  the  moment  I  refer  particularly  to 
one  that  should  be  given  early  consider- 
ation by  the  incoming  Government  and 
that  Is  sheep  raising.  Our  laws  at  tbe 
present  time  do  not  give  that  measure 
of  protection  necessary,  and  as  this  can 
be  given  without  the  serious  expendi- 
ture of  money  I  hope  it  will  be  attended 
to  earnestly. 

We  have  close  to  Victoria  and  else- 
where, thousands  of  acres  of  land  suit- 
able for  aheep  gracing,  and  that  will 
give  a  bigger  return  thla  way  than  for 
any  other.  And  owing  solely  to  the 
serious  ravages  of  dogs  and  panthers 
this  acreage  Is  practically  lying  idle. 
Doga  can  be  easily  considered  the  moat 
serious  peat,  and  possibly  the  causa  of 
tho  close  In  land  not  being  utilised.  In 
the  paat  four  years  or  several  thou- 
sand dollars'  damage  has  been  done  lo- 
cally solely  through  the  pestiferous  dog, 
and  no  compensation,  or  vary  rarely, 
baa  been  made. 

Laat  Sunday  my  flock  waa  visited  by 
dogs  late  at  night,  and,  although  kept 
dose  to  the  house,  within  a  few  minutes 
of  their  arrival  they  had  torn  and 
mangled  three  aheap,  and  although  wo 
hoard  them  and  got  to  the  flock  actually 
whilst  dogs  wara  in  thalr  midst  they 
had  ao  badly  torn  thorn  that  they  had 
to  be  killed.  Unfortunately  wo  could 
not  shoot,  too  much  confoaten  and  vary 
dark  and  thay  escaped,  and  .although 
wa  followed  them  for  some  distance 
failed  to  got  tn  a  shot,  and  thay  actually 
returned  >1et  again  probably  after  1 
ana  and  singled 
thay  had  at* « 


eaten,  which  latter  animal  unfortunately 
waa  driven  out  of  tha  Hook  down  to 
the  water  and  killed  nt  thalr  leisure. 
We  have  had  serious  loaaea  before,  but 
nothing  ao  bad  aa  thla.  It  sssms  Impos- 
sible to  escape  loss  ,  aa  even  when  put 
In  close  corral  doga  will  get  in.  At- 
tacks will  take  place  both  during  day 
and  night,  and  any  kind  or  also  of  dog. 

Pick  up  any  book  mentioning  aheep, 
and  evidence  of  thla  past  ia  found.  In 
tha  last  report  of  Dominion  Experimen- 
tal Farms,  animal  husbandry  loaaea  are 
reported  through  doga  on  several  farms. 
and  In  another  publication  by  tha  Do- 
minion Government  la  the  blunt  Infor- 
mation given  by  the  highest  authorities 
"that  the  decrease  In  aheep  la  due  to 
the  ravages  of  dogs,  and  that  the  pro- 
vincial governments  have  failed  to  legis- 
late to  protect  this  Industry."  ete. 
Everywhere  you  hear  the  aame  story. 
"We  had  to  get  rid  of  the  aheep  through 
doga,"  and  owners  of  suitable  pasture 
lands  will  tell  you:  "We  could  put 
on  sheep  but  for  the  dog  trouble." 

What  remedy  la  there?  Actually  yon 
cannot  do  away  with  thla  trouble,  but 
Other  countries  have  given  auch  protec- 
tion that  the  sheep  business  la  a  safe 
and  profitable  investment:  ao  why  not 
adopt   similar   measures   here? 

Generally  apeaking  the  Island  section 
of  the  Province  is  only  suited  to  the 
small  flocks,  and  it  la  this  factor  that 
prohibits  the  majority  of  sheep  owners 
from  engaging  shepherds.  It  is  desir- 
able that  every  farm  here  should  have 
Its  small  flock  of  sheep,  as  in  few  in- 
stances la  there  a  farm  free  from  rocky 
patches,  and  that  will  return  best  value 
for  sheep  gracing. 

The  laws  fall  utterly  short  in  meeting 
the  trouble,  as  the  only  remedy  is  the 
tagging  of  all  dogs,  necessitating  a  li- 
cense, and  that  means  useless  curs  will 
not  be  kept.  Heavy  penalty  for  owners 
permitting  doga  to  wander  without  the 
tag,  which  would  mean  a  collar  with 
name  and  address  of  owner  on,  etc. 
When  the  dog  tax  licence  came  Into 
force  in  England  for  the  protection  of 
sheep,  the  day  following  hardly  a  pond 
or  pool  of  water  waa  free  from  a  dead 
dog,  ao  I  have  been  Informed.  Dogs  are 
plentiful  on  account  of  the  hunting,  and 
many  also  have  been  left  to  rustle 
by  departed  owners,  and  at  the 
end  of  each  shooting  season  the 
unsuitable  dogs  are  discarded  or 
given  to  anyone  who  will  take  them. 
City  dwellers  are  protected  on  all  sides 
whenever  their  interests  are  affected, 
and  they  take  but  a  abort  time  to  get 
legislation  passed,  as  they  stand  to- 
gether for  purely  business  reasons. 
With  the  farmer  it  is  different,  aa  no 
two  are  in  similar  circumstances  and 
with  the  smallness  of  their  number 
divided  by  party  lines,  or  petty  personal 
feuds,  and  with  all  of  them  strikingly 
Independent  in  spirit  and  conservatism 
in  all  ideaa,  it  needs  hard  necessity  to 
bring  them  together.  It  is  time  the  city 
people  came  to  realise  that  the  more 
efficient  are  the  lawa  aiding  agriculture 
the  greater  will  be  the  volume  of  agri- 
cultural products  and  the  cheaper  will 
be  the  cost  of  living.  Don't  cavil  at  the 
aids  to  farming,  as  the  farmer  must 
spend  his  money  in  the  cities;  and,  after 
all,  you,  the  citizens,  have  brought 
about  thla  condition,  and  have  you  not 
frequently  protected  yourself,  pampered 
yourself,  with  most  extreme  legislation 
and  have  not  the  country  dwellers  to 
help  pay  for  your  special  privileges? 

Game  is  protected  far  better  than  do- 
mestic farm  animals  In  thia  province, 
one  a  pleasure  and  pastime  for  the  weal- 
thy, or  Indolent,  and  tho  other  an  abso- 
lute practical  necessity. 

May  the  new  Government  attend  to 
practical  production  and  encourage  the 
settling  up  of  our  country  sections, 
and  If  possible  let  conditions  be  made 
so  attractive  that  city  dwellers  will  find 
it  offers  them  the  Inducements  It  should 
do  in  this  Province.

LAST  VESSEL  SAILS 


Steamship  Begna,  With  Cargo 
of  Canadian  Grain  for  Bel- 
gian Sufferers,  Leaves  — 
Lake  Ships  for  Atlantic, 


MONTREAL,  Dec.  4. — The  last  vessel 
to  pass  cargo-laden  out  of  the  port  of 
Montreal  on  a  journey  overseas  waa  th» 
steamship  Begna,  which  has  a  cargo  of 
Canadian  grain  for  tha  Belgian  suffer- 
ers. This  vessel  came  down  from  the 
lakes,  and  is  destined  for  ocean  service 
during  the  Winter,  and,  perhaps  for 
some  Jime  to  come. 

Other  'lake  vessels  which  have  been 
sold  for  use  on  the  ocean  either  in  the 
coasting  or  trans-atlantlc  aervlce, 
passed  through  the  port  on  Saturday  and 
Sunday,  and  others  are  believed  to  be 
en    route. 

The  tug  Bartlett,  from  Kingston,  and 
the  Thorgerd.  from  Port  Arthur,  passed 
through  on  Saturday.  The  Georgetown, 
from  Buffalo,  went  through  on  Sunday, 
and  the  fish  boat  Tide,  from  Manitowoc, 
followed  her.

Vessels  Built  for  Indian  Ser- 
vice by  Yarrows  Are  World 
Famous — Noted  for  Speed 
and  Light  Draft. 


VM1VER  CLAIMS 
PREMIER  POSITION 

Orders  for  Ships  Will  Shortly 
Exceed  Those  Placed  in  Any 
American  Port  on  Pacific 
Coast. 


When  the  Blue  Funnel  Ixion,  which  le 
now  at  Seattle  completing  the  loading 
of  her  outward  cargo,  sails  for  the  Kar 
East  on  Friday,  she  will  have  in  her 
holds  a  pair  of  highly  interesting  light 
draft,  ateel,  stern-wheel  steamers  for 
service  on  Indian  rivers,  built  by  Yar- 
rows, Limited-  The  consignment  con- 
sists of  U  packages,  and  weighs  160 
tons,  and  constitutes  merely  the  hull  of 
the  vessel,  the  boilers  and  machinery 
being  shipped  out  to  India  from  the 
company's  head  plant  in  the  Old  Coun- 
try. 

The  principal  dimensions  of  the  craft 
are:  Length.  13S  ft.,  beam,  31  ft.,,  and 
moulded  depth  to  main  deck,  4  ft.  9  in. 
The  propelling  machinery  consists  of 
compound,  surface  condensing  engines, 
port  and?  starboard,  and  a  speed  of  12 
to  14  miles  an  hour  is  expected.  The 
air  circulating  and  feed  pumpa  are  of 
the  "Weir"  type.  Steam  Is  supplied  by 
a  locomotive  boiler  working  under  ISO 
pounds  pressure,  and  with  very  large 
grate  area,  the  furnace  being  construct- 
ed to  burn  either  coal  or  wood. 

The  hull  is  constructed  of  light  ateel, 
and  the  main  deck  is  alao  of  steal.  The 
upper  deck,  on  which  is  located  the  pas- 
senger quarters,  dining-room,  etc.,  Is  of 
wood.  The  houses  on  this  deck  are  pro- 
tected  by   galvanised   metal   roofing. 

Strength,  combined  with  lightness  of 
materials,  is  the  great  object  In  these 
river  craft,  it  being  extremely  desirous 
to  get  the  draft  aa  small  as  possible. 
The  hull  is  strengthened  with  alx  king 
posts  of  H  section  steel,  three  on  each 
side  of  the  vessel,  braced  together  by 
diagonal  trueaing  of  3-Inch  double  angle 
steel  oars.  Thero  is  a  longitudinal  bulk- 
head in  the  centre  of  the  vessel,  and 
also  suitable  deck  stringers  under  the 
main  deck. 

There  are  eight  transverse  watertight 
bulkheads  dividing  the  hull  into  nine 
watertight  compartments,  the  craft  be- 
ing capable  of  floating  with  any  one 
of  the  compartments  flooded.  Tha 
steamer  draws  eighteen  Inches  light 
and  3<  inches  with  100  tons  of  cargo  on 
board. 

It  will  readily  be  seen  why  this  claae 
of  vessel  is  in  such  great  demand,  as 
they  can  navigate  up  very  shallow 
rivers  hundreds  of  miles  above  the  head 
of  navigation  for  ordinary  craft.  Rub- 
ber companies  and  other  concerns  en- 
gaged in  harvesting  products  from 
swampy  country  with  shallow  water- 
courses find  this  type  of  craft  Invalu- 
able. 

Messrs.  Yarrow  have  specialised  on 
the  light  draft  river  steamer  for  years 
and  have  evolved  a  system  of  construc- 
tion In  which  plates,  angles,  machinery, 
etc.,  are  made  up  of  such  weights  as 
msy  be  easily  handled  and  packed  In 
crates,  also  conveyed  into  country  where 
there  Is  no  railroad  communication. 
A  system  of  marking  permits  of  the 
assembling  of  the  boat  and  her  engines 
at  deatlnation.  Non  -condensing  high- 
pressure  engines  -  are  furnished  for 
places  where  it  Is  Impossible  to  secure 
engineers  to  take  care  of  more  compli- 
cated   machinery. 

These  •'Yarrow•,  light*  draft  river 
steamers  have  met  with  singular  suc- 
cess throughout  the  world,  and  many  of 
them  have  figured  in  the  war  news  from 
the  British  and  German  colonies  In 
Africa. 


EMPRESS  OF  MPAN 

TO  ARRIVE  THURSDAT 

Seeeduled  to  ■oaob.  Hare   Ttom  (Meat 
Tomorrow,  bnt  atongh  Weather 
Delays 


Although  the  C.P.O.S.  transpacific 
liner  Kmpress  of  Japan,  Capt.  utxon- 
Hopcroft,  is  .scheduled  to  reach  Vic- 
toria from  tha  Far  Oast  some  time  to- 
morrow, it  is  hardly  expected  that  aha 
will  reach  tha  Outer  Wharf  before 
Thursday  rooming,  as  the  big  vessel 
Is  experiencing  very  heavy  weathsr  on 
her  voyage  across  the  Paclfle.  it  la 
not  considered  likely  that  ah«  will  bo 
able  to  make  the  quarantine  station  in 
time  to  secure  pratique  tomorrow  bo- 
fore  official  atiadoarn. 

The  Kmpress  of  Japan  sailed  from 
Yokohama  on  November  24,  four  days 
after  the  Montaaglo  sailed  from  that 
port.  She  le  bringing  a  fair  list  of 
passengers  and  a  capacity  cargo. 

CHANGE  EFFECTIVE 

The  change  recently  announced  In  the 
C.P.B.  gulf  schedule  went  into  eAect 
with  the  Bailing  yesterday  of  the 
steamer  Princaae  Tiotorla  from  this 
port  for  Vancouver,  The  company  de- 
cided to  make  the  change  in  order  to 
permit,  of  direct  connection  with  the 
Kettle  Valrsr  tram.  The  boats  now 
legre  Victoria  for  Vancouver  at  2 
o'clock  la  the  afternoon  Instead  of  S 
pm..  arriving  at  the  atalnland  port  at 
SIS  pro.  The  morning  boat  from  Van- 
couver new  leevea  at  1*  JO  e  clock,  ar- 
riving here  a  1UU«  after  3  p.m. 


VANCOUVER,  B.  C,  Dec.  4—  Despite 
the  frequent  stories  of  tha  prodigious 
growth  of  the  shipbuilding  induatry  In 
the  ports  of  Seattle,  Tacoma.  Portland 
and  San  Francisco,  raferenoa  to  marine 
record,  will  show  that  aa  far  ae  ship- 
building contracts  for  Norwegian  Arms 
is  concerned,  Vancouver  will  In  the 
course  of  a  row  weeks  be  more  active 
along  this  line  than  any  American  port 
on  tha  Coast.  Local  shipbuilding  firms 
have  contracted  to  place  In  the  water 
within  a  few  hundred  of  100.000  tons. 
or  97.100  tona  to  bo  oxaot.  with  tha 
prospect  bright  for  future  contracts 
whan  it  Is  demonstrated  that  the  work 
can  be  done  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Norwegian  syndicate. 

With  reference  to  Norwegian  con- 
tracts in  American  ports,  it  might  ha 
mentioned  that  only  about  SO  per  cent 
of  the  contracts  reported  are  genuine. 
That  is  to  say,  almost  every"  day 
American  papera  carry  dlspatelrcs 
stating  positively  that  contracts  have 
been  signed  in  such  an  .  *<>ch  a  port 
for  the  conatruetton  of  at  nany  ships 
for       Norwegian        interests.  These 

stories  are  many  times  without  foun- 
dation and  are  simply  given  out  with 
the  hope  of  calling  the  attention  of 
big  Interests  to  that  port.  Other  In- 
stances have  been  noted  where  a  pre- 
mature announcement  has  been  made 
and  afterwards  it  was  proved  that  tha 
contracts  could  not  be  let  for  various 
reasons,  such  as  incomplete  facilities 
and  lack  of  bonds. 

An  instance  of  this  within  a  week 
-can  be  cited,  a  story  appeared  la  a 
Seattle  publication  under,  a  Tacoma 
dateline  to  the  eft*eol>— that  contracts 
for  the  construction  of  eight  S-800-ton 
steel  steamers  had  been  signed  and 
that  a  large  sum  was  being  expended 
in  building  shipyards  for  the  carry- 
ing out  of  the  said  contract.  Articles 
of  incorporation  had  been  filed,  etc., 
and  the  company  undertaking  the 
work  was  capitalised  at  half  a  mil_ 
llon  dollars.  Even  contracts  for  East- 
ern steel  had  been  closed,  according  to 
the  story.  The  articles  closed  with 
the  Indefinite  statement  that  the 
company  refused  to  tell  the  contract 
price  of  the  vesasls  and  that  ahlpplng 
men  say  that  a  conservative  estimate- 
is  that  the  company  will  receive 
$3,000,000  for  the  eight  steamers,  and 
that  »5.ooo.ooo  will  approximate  more 
nearly   the  figures. 

As  a  matter  of  fact  these  eight 
steamers  would  be.  worth  close  to 
$10,000,000,  as  they  undoubtedly  are 
the  model  which  the  Norwegian  inter- 
ests are  letting  contracts  for  here.  As 
far  as  csn  be  learned  no  such  con- 
tracts have  been  let,  and  the  most 
that  carr  be  said  is  that  Norwegian  rep- 
resentatives have  been  -  looking  the 
proposed  plant  over. 

"Ton  can  take  it  from  me,"  stated 
Mr.  E.  B.  Smith,  one  of  the  big  men 
In  the  Norwegian  syndicate  who  have 
been  In  the  city  for  the  past  few 
months  perfecting  plans  for  making 
Vancouver  the  real  shipbuilding  cen- 
tra for  Norwegian  shipbuilding  inter- 
eats,  "that  no  such  contracts  have 
been  let  in  Tacoma  by  Norwegian  in- 
terests." 

Another  story  is  to  the  effect  that  a 
prospective  shipbuilder  had  purchased 
20  acres  of  land  on  Lake  Washington, 
near  Seattle,  for  the  purpose  of  estab- 
lishing a  big  shipbuilding  plant,  was 
recently  printed  In  a  Seattle  publica- 
tion. It  was  learned  subsequently  that 
this  story  had  been  greatly  exaggerat- 
ed and  that  the  proposition  was  little 
more  than  a  fairy  tale. 

To  get  down  to  figures,  as  contained 
in  the  latest  publication  of  The  Marine 
News;  the  total  number  of  ships  for 
Norwegian  Interests  which  have  been 
contracted  for  in  all  American  cities 
along  the  Pacific  Coast  Is  thlrty*rlve. 
Newspaper  contracts  would  bring  the 
total  nearer  100. 

The  following  is  how  the  25  ships 
are  divided  among  American  ship- 
building concerns:  Duthrle  ft  Co., 
Seattle.  f>  ships;  Moore  ft  Scott,  Oar- 
land,  e  ships;  Northwest  Steel  Co., 
Portland,  7  ships;  Heattle  Construc- 
tion Co.,  7  ships;  Skinner  A  Eddy, 
Seattle,  6  ships.  Total  31  ahlps.  In 
addition  to  this  the  Union  Works  at 
Kan  Francisco  may  have  contracts  for 
4  ships,  which  at  th«  outsld  ewould 
bring  the  total  up  to  35. 

This  embraces  all  the  big-  American 
cities  along  the  Coast.  Vsncouver  has 
contracts  for  11  ships,  which  figured 
out  on  the  per  capita  basts  placed 
this  port  head  and  shoulders  over 
American  ports  as  far  as  shipbuilding 
for  Norwegian  Interests  goes.

Having  received  no  definite  anawet 
from  the  Kaqulmalt  Waterworks  Com- 
pany aa  to  Its  attitude  towards  tha  re- 
quest of  consumers  la  Esqutmalt  for  a 
reduction  in  water  rates,  the  Esiiuiroait 
Municipal  Council  last  night  decided  to 
place  the  whole  matter  before  the  Gov- 
ernment, to  take  such  action  as  meg  ba 
deemed  necessary. 

The  controversy  about  tha  water  retee 
being  charged  by  the  Ksquimalt  Water- 
works Company  arose  soma  two  weeka 
ago  whan  a  deputation,  headed  by  Mr. 
A.  W.  McCurdy.  M.P.P..  presented  a  peti- 
tion, containing  (00  names*  te  the  Muni- 
cipal Council  with  the  request  that  that 
body  take  up  with  the  company  the  pos- 
sibility of  having  the  rates  reduced  so 
that  the  residents  In  Ksqulrualt  might 
be  able  to  get  water  at  the  same  price 
being  charged  consumers  in  Victoria 
West.  The  Council  acceded  to  thla  ie- 
quest  and  the  reply  from  the  compguy 
stated  that  some  minor  concession* 
would  be  granted  with  regard  te  the 
meter  rate,  but  that  the  consumption  of 
water  in  the  municipality  warranted  no 
general  reduction.  Thla  attitude  was 
unsatisfactory  to  the  council  and  at  tha 
last  meeting  of  the  general  works  com- 
mittee the  company  was  again  communi- 
cated with,  litis  time  being  asked  to 
give  a  direct  answer — "yes"  or  "no" — to 
the  propoaala  set  forth  in  the  con- 
sumers' petition.  To  this  letter,  which 
was  mailed  a  week  ago  today,  no  reply 
has  been  received. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Council  last 
night  Councillor  W,  J.  Cave  brought  up 
the  question  and  wanted  to'  know  If 
there    was   any    reason   known   why    the 

company  had  not  replied. . "  ■ 

"Since  we  haven't  heard  from  the 
Waterworks  Company  and  they  have  had 
plenty  of  time  to  answer  our  letter,  I 
think  we  ought  to  do  something  right 
now,''  suggested  Councillor  Austin. 

"I'm  in  favor  of  putting  the  queatlon 
to  the  Government.  It  ought  to  be 
brought  before  Premier  Brewster;  he's 
the  man  and  nobody  else,"  bald  Council- 
lor- Anderson. 

There  was  considerable  discussion  as 
to  tha  proper  authorities  for  dealing 
with  the  matter  and  it  was  finally  the 
the  unanlmoua  vote  that  all  the  corres- 
pondence between  the  Council  and  the 
company  regarding  the  water  retee 
should  be  sent  to  Mr,  A.  W.  McCurdy, 
M.p.P.,  to  be  dealt  with  In  his  official 
capacity  aa  a  member  of  the  Legislature. 
When  Mr.  McCurdy  introduced  the  peti- 
tion to  the  Council  two  weeka  ago  he 
was  acting  in  <hls  private  capacity,  aim-  * 
ply  as  a  water  consumer  of  the  muni- 
cipality. 

Waited  fa  Opinion 
The  whole  Council  seems  to  be  united 
in  the  feeling  that  the  Esquimau  Water- 
works Company  should  treat  the  people 
of  Esqutmalt  in  the  same  way  as  these 
in  Victoria  West  and  that  there  should 
be  a  special  reduction  in  water  rates  to 
manufacturers  and  industrial  plants. 
As  to  the  concessions  granted  by  the 
company  and  the  slightly  changed  regu- 
lations which  were  put  in  force  at  the 
beginning  of  the  month,  Councillor  Cave 
referred  to  them  as  "ridiculous  non- 
sense,"        V 

Solicitor  .1.  C.  Molnloeh  informed  ths 
Council  last  night  that  ha  was  making 
every  effort  to  have  the  litigation  be* 
tween  the  municipality  and  Mr.  -.  B. 
Young,  regarding  alleged  overpayment 
in  connection  with  sewer  contracts,  pro- 
ceeded' with.  The  case  was  being  held 
in  abeyance,  he  said,  on  account  of  the 
illness  of  Mr.  Young,  but  he  had  told 
counsel  for  tha  defendant  that  the  muni- 
cipal council  insisted  that  the  dispute 
be  settled  without  delay.  Mr.  Mcin- 
tosh expressed  tha  hope  that  the  oaae 
might  be  commenced  before  Christmas. 
Councillor  Anderson  drew  attention  te 
the  insanitary  condition  of  a  dwelling 
at  the  foot  of  Constance  Avenue,  for- 
merly occupied  by  an  aged  man,  John 
Simpson.  Councillor  Anderson  said  the 
house  waa  now  In  a  filthy  condition  and 
not  nt  for  anyone  to  live  in.  The  build- 
ing was  probably  Afty  years  old,  St  any 
rate. 

Councillor  Meaner  said  that  a  house 
at  the  southeast  corner  of  Pioneer  and 
Queen  Streets  waa  also  about  ready  to 
be  torn  down.  He  advocated  sending 
the  sanitary  Inspector  to  the  place,  so 
as  to  have  it  legally  condemned  and  de- 
stroyed, a  course  that  should  bo  fol- 
lowed with  regerd  to  the  Constance 
Avenue  house  also.  The  council  favored 
thin  action,  but  members  hoped  thst 
every  precaution  would  be  taken  to  keep 
well  within  the  lew,  so  aa  to  prevetg 
the  recurrence  of  the  notorious  SaenJcii 
barn-burning  case  In  Esquimau. 

The  contract  for  printing  the  voters* 
list  was  awarded  to  The  Colonist  Print- 
ing dc  publishing  Company,  the  lowest 
bidder.

A  vary  Interesting  address  oa  "The 
Constitution  of  Briti.h  Columbia  aa 
Applicable  to  IU  Clttsena."  by  Mr.  K.  A. 
WriMarmtd.  was  the  feature  of  the 
initial  meeting  of  the  aewly-organlaed 
Cltlseiis'  League,  held  at  the  assembly 
room  of  the  Girls'  Central  School  last 
evening.  Owing  to  the  Inclemency  of 
the  weather,  the  attendance  was  vary 
small.  Mrs.  Baer.  the  president  of  the 
organisation,  presided.  Mr.  If cDlarmld's 
address  proved  highly  Instructive,  and 
was  listened  to  with  rapt  attention. 

At  the  opening  of  Mia  meeting,  Mrs. 
Beer  explained  that  there  had  been  a 
meeting  of  the  executive  of  ike  leeeue 
since  the  orgsnlsatten  meeting,  at 
which  a  number  of  amendments  to  the 
etmatltutlon  had  been  proposed.  It  was 
Intended  to  change  the  name  of.  the 
society  to  the  Cltlsens'  Educational 
league,  that  membership  would  be  con- 
fined to  citizen*  entitled  to  the  fran- 
chise, and  to  select  some  more  conveni- 
ent masting  place  than  the  assembly 
room  at  the   Girls'   Central   School. 

The  first  two  amendmenta  were  ap- 
proved, and  on  motion  of  Mr.  D.  O. 
Lewis  it  was  decided  to  have  the  secre- 
tary write  to  the  City  Council  asking  for 
the  use  of  the  City  Council  chamber 
on  some  evening  during  the  week  when 
It  would  not  be  In  use. 

Mrs.  Baer  expressed  her  thanks  for 
the  great  honor  which  had  been  con- 
ferred on  her  by  giving  her  the  office 
of  president.  She  had  read  that  giving 
woman  the  franchlae  wan  likely  to  have 
a  debasing  effect  on  politic.  But  was 
it  not  clear  that  women  were  going  to 
affect  the  political  life  or  the  coun- 
try and  improve  It,  before  thla  debaa- 
Ing  effect  could  come  to  be  felt?  This, 
ahe  thought,  waa  being  shown  by  wo- 
man'a  readlneaa  to  embark  upon  a  cam- 
paign of  education;  they  were  going  to 
ralae  the  standard  of  citizenship. 
Baaed  oa  Tradition*  of  tkoVnat 

At  the  outset  of  his  address,  Mr.  Mc- 
Uiarmid  dep'lored  the  tendency  there 
was  In  Canada  to  make  Its  public  life  a 
replica  of  that  which  obtained  In  the 
United  States.  The  constitutions  which 
obtained  in  the  various  portions  Of  the 
British  Empire  were  based  on  the  tra- 
ditions of  the  past.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  there  waa  no  written  constitution 
In  Canada.  Part  of  it  was  written,  it 
was  true,  but  this  waa  not  the  case  to 
the  extent  that  they  have  «  it  in  the 
United   States. 

The  speaker  traced  the  growth  of  the 
British  constitution  from  the  time  of 
the  Phoenicians;  it  fused  down  through 
the  afea  and  finally  gave  ue  the  Eng- 
Mrh  common  law,  at  the  time  of  Rich- 
ard I.  And  this  wss  part  of  the  con- 
stitution of  British  Columbia.  The 
Xing  and  the  Commons  were  the  two 
estates  of  ths  realm,  in  the  first  In- 
stance; the  Lords  came  in  afterwards. 
The  people  of  British  Columbia  were 
their  descendants  and  had  their  tradi- 
tions to  guide  them.  The  only  modifi- 
cations made  in  the  early  constitution 
were  those  born  of  the  constant  strug- 
gles' which  weat  on  between  the  King 
and  the  Commons. 

Mr.  McDIarraldT  mentioned  the  large 
number  of  Important  laws  which  are 
Incorporated  la  the  constitution  as  it 
is  at  present.  There  were  the  statute 
of  frauds',  "obtslned  in  the  time  of 
Charles  I.,  and  the  Habeas  Corpus  Act, 
Which  provided  that  no  man  should  i.» 
kept  In  Jail  more  than  twenty-four 
hours  before  being  brought  before  the 
King's   justice.     One   of   the   last    great,

This  was  Because  la  1117.  two  years 
pievlously,  the  English  statutes,  which 
wars  Incorporated  In  the  constitution 
hers,  had  a  divorce  law.  The  common 
law.  The  common  law,  which  rests  on 
tradition  aad  tboae  statute,  had  been 
added  to  (he  written  conatltutloa  which 
obtained   here. 

Mr.  McDiarmid  next  read  from  the 
British  North  America  Act.  and  pointed 
out  the  scope  of  the  Federal  constitu- 
tion as  contrasted  with  the  powere  con- 
ferred on  the  Provinces.  In  this  con- 
nection, he  mentioned  that  the  United 
States  Congress  had  no  Jurisdiction 
whleh  Is  not  speclfcally  given  it  by  the 
constitution;  this  giving  to  the  various 
states  very  wide  powers.  Csnada  was 
on  a  better  basis  In  this  respect,  aa  If 
a  doubt  arose  aa  to  ths  powers  of  a 
Province,  Ottawa  promptly  mads  a  law 
to  cover  the  case. 

There  hsd  been  constant  friction  In 
the  interpretation  of  clause  2  Of  the 
Dominion  constitution  and  elauae  It  of 
the  constitution  of  the  Province.  This 
referred  to  the  question  of  property  and 
rights.  The  Province  was  sometime* 
disposed  to  fake  auch  action  as  to  in- 
flings  updh  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
trade  and  commerce  department  of  the 
Federal  Government,  and  there  were  fre- 
quent appeals  to  the  Privy  Council.  In 
British  Columbia,  the  Province  had 
power  to  Incorporate  companlea,  but 
It  could  not  wind  them  up;  when  In- 
sclvent,  Parliament  muat  deal  with 
them.  Thla  waa  so  that  there  would 
be  no  interference  with  trade  and  com- 
merce. Marriage  was  equal  all  through 
Canada,  but  the  ceremonies  by  which 
people  became  married  might  differ  In 
ths    varloua    Provinces. 

OIt.s    Perfect    Autonomy 

•  he  "rovlncial  constitution  was  wide 
enough  to  cover  every  question  which 
might  arise.  It  gave  the  people  control 
ever  their  own  local  affairs,  but  a 
united  nation  waa  provided  for,  and 
preaerred  in  the  Federal  constitution. 
There  waa  perfect  autonomy  as  far  aa 
Provincial  needs  were  concerned;  and  In 
thla  connection  the  apeaker  mentioned 
thi  provlaiona  of  the  constitution  which 
controlled  the  actions  of  the  Legisla- 
ture. J 

Concluding  his  very  instructive  ad- 
dress, Mr.  McDiarmid  added  a  word 
generally  on  citizenship.  He  said  tint 
the  privileges  which  they  enjoyed  under 
the  British  flag  were  ancient  liberties, 
'not  evolved  on  the  spur  of  the  moment, 
but  grown  up  through  long  centuries. 
The  great  weakness  of  democracies  was 
the  ease  with  which  they  were  stam- 
peded. The  opposition  which  arose  In 
England  to  the  extension  of  the  fran- 
chise, was  due  to  this  fact.  They  had, 
he  believed,  embarked  upon  a  policy 
which  would  mean  the  salvation  of  the 
a  hole  movement — the  education  on  pol- 
itical question*  of  those  who  had  been 
given  the  franchise.  Heretofore  the 
study  of  pollticsl  economy  had  been  re- 
served for  a  university  course,  and  It 
waa  s  hopeful  algn  of  the  times  that 
the  study  was  now  to  bs  popularised  in 
the  manner  they  proposed,  if  the  edu- 
cational propaganda  work  was  carried 
on  as  they  proposed,  he  had  no  fear  for 
the  future  of  the  race. 

There  waa  an  Interesting  discussion 
at  the  clone  of  Mr.  McDtarmld's  ad- 
dreas,  and  he  waa  tendered  a  very 
hearty    vote   of    thanks.

About  1,000 
fast  af  tunneling  work  has  bean  done. 
The  ore  la  a  combination  of  gold  and 
antimony.  Gold  values  run  from  M  to 
•  4ii,  with  aa  average  of  III  par  ton 
throughout  the  properky.  In  addition, 
there  are  substantial  silver  values. 


Ths  Prince  Rupert  Journal  reports 
that  ore  will  shortly  be  shipped  from 
the  Highland  Boy  mine  on  Rocher  de 
Boule  Mountain.  Work  Is  In  active 
progress  in  the  tunnel,  aad  a  good  shoot 
of  ore  baa  been  opened  up.  Tks  tunnel 
gives  a  depth  of  a  hundred  feet  and 
there  is  about  II  Inches  of  shipping  ore 
for  a  distance  of  II  fast.  The  surface 
is  uncovered  for  a  distance  of  II  feet 
and  shows  the  same  ore,  so  there  Is 
really  k  hundred-foot  shoot.  The  vein 
Is  from  flvs  to  eight  feet  wide,  carry- 
ing mineral  all  across.  The  manage- 
ment expects  that  within  ths  next 
month  It  will  be  in  a  position  to  make 
regular  shipments  of  ore.

Canadians  Able  to  Capture 
Regina  and  Desire  Trenches 
Through  This  Method  of 
Conveying  Supplies, 


WITH  THE  BRITISH  ARMY  ON 
THK  FRONT  IN  PRANCE.  Dec.  1,  via 
London.  Dee.  4. — That  success  in  modern 
warfare  often  may  depend  upon  the 
employment  of  some  article  or  con- 
trivance of  ancient  design  and  cunning 
has  again  been  demonstrated  by  the 
Canadian  troops  in  their  most  recent 
advances  against  the  enemy.  The  old 
American  Indian  and  trapper  trick  of 
the  'tump  line,"  carrying  great  weights 
upon  the  back  by  means  of  a  leather, 
thong  across  the  forehead,  helped  the 
Canadians  to  go  forward  when  all 
other  means  of  transport  was  difficult, 
and  through  supplies  thus  brought  up 
they  captured  the  famous  Regina 
trench  which  hitherto  had  desisted  all 
efforts. 


Not  only  did  this  particular  con- 
tingent of  Canadians  take  the  Regina 
trench,  but  they  pressed  forward  under 
the  fiery  shelter  of  a  curtain  of  shells 
until  they  established  themselves  in 
"Desire"  trench,  an  objective  of  supreme 
desirability.  The  very  name  given  to 
It  by  the  British  war  map  makers 
bespoke  the   Importance  attached    to   it 

"When  the  Canadians  were  given  the 
word  to  advance  it  was  quickly  seen 
that  the  wintry  mud  would  soon  play 
havoc  with  the  usual  methods  of  bring- 
ing up  supplies,  and  without  uninter- 
rupted supply  no  attack  could  succeed, 
so  seasoned  troopers  from  Western 
Canada  suggested  the  old  trappers' 
scheme. 

— Hundreds  of  Canadians  knew  the 
trick,  and  within  a  few  moments  three 
"tump"  corps  were  organized  to  bring 
up  ammunition.  Through  mud,  dark- 
ness and  hostile  shell  fire  this  Indian 
file  of  men  maintained  an  endless  chain 
of  supplies  until  the  faithful  army 
mule  could   again   get   to   work. 

Canadian  dash  and  daring  did  the  rest, 
and  once  they  gained  the  trench  there 
was  a  rush  of  Germans  to  surrender. 
Seventeen  officers  were  taken  in  one 
batch — an  unusually  large  number  to  be 
together. 

Stretcher   Bearer*'   Adventure 

Then  followed  characteristic  Incidents 
of  the  battlefield.  In  cleaning  up  the 
position  one  dugout,  hidden  under  shell- 
tossed  earth  and  debris,  was  over- 
looked until  two  stretcher-bearers, 
searching  for  wounded,  approached. 
Much  to  the  amaxement  of  these  two 
unarmed  soldiers,  the  Germans  began 
to  pour  out,  with  their  hands  high  above 
their  heads.  Half  a  score  had  emerged 
when  the  stretcher  men  thought  the 
situation  was  becoming  a  little  too 
serious.  With  a  fine  spirit  of  bravado, 
however,  one  pointed  to  the  dugout  door 
and  in  tones  more  stentorian  than 
polite  shouted:  "Get  back  there."  Meek- 
ly they  obeyed,  and  while  one  stretcher 
man  kept  guard  the  other  went  for 
help,  and  a  haul  of  two  score  prisoners 
resulted. 

Two  other  atreteher-bearers  had 
picked  up  and  were  bringing  in  an  ap- 
parently helplessly  wounded  man.  Sud- 
denly a  German  shell  burst  over  them. 
The  bearers  dropped  the  stretcher  with 
its  burden  and  darted  to  cover.  Much 
to  their  astonishment  their  "casualty" 
hopped  off  the  stretcher  and  started 
running  toward  the  German  front  lines. 
The  stretcher  men  took  after  their 
patient  and  overhauled  him.  When 
examined  he  was  found  to  have  a  very 
serious  leg  wound;  how  he  managed  to 
run  puzzled  the  surgeon. 

After  the  battle,  by  an  understanding, 
each  side  was  allowed  to  collect  their 
dead  and  wounded  from  "No  Man's 
Land"  between  the  trenches — one  of  the 
comparatively  few  instances  in  the  war 
In  which  this  has  been  permitted. 
Searching  parties  moved  freely  about 
Immune  from  snipers  or  bombs,  the 
only  condition  being  that  they  must  not 
too  closely  approach  the  enemy  trenches. 

One  German  kept  coming  r- loser  and 
closer  to  the  Canadian  lines,  and  was 
twice  warned  away  and  then,  as  the 
purpose,  seemed  only  too  clear,  two 
Canadians  sprang  over  the  parapet  and, 
in  their  own  language,  "pinched"  him. 
He  was  taken  before  the  colonel,  where 
he  made  an  Indignant  protest  against 
his  arrest,  pointing  to  the  red  cross  on 
his  sleeve.  The  colonel  considered  the 
matter  and  thought  perhaps  the  man 
wan  right  and  announced  that  he  would 
send  him  back  to  his  own  front  line 
under  escort. 

Then  the  German  crumpled  up  and 
said,  "nein,  nein."  He  wanted  to  be  a 
prisoner  and  when  he  started  for  the 
rear  he  wore  a  broad  grin. 


CANADIAN  CASUALTIES 

Average  for  Last  81a  Months   About   on 
Par    With    rnllstments— Total 
)hSS    65,680 


OTTAWA,  Dec.  i — The  average  of 
Canadian  casualties  for  the  Jast  six 
months  Is  about  on  a  par  with  the  en- 
listment of  recruits  for  overseas  ser- 
vice, according  to  figures  Issued  today 
by  the  War  Department. 

For  the  six  months  from  June  to  No- 
vember the  casualties  number  45.543, 
while  the  casualties  since  the  active 
participation  of  Canadian  troops  In  the 
war  were  46.SS0.  Of  this  total.  10,353 
were  killed  in  action;  3,g2S  died  of 
wounds:  63*  died  of  sickness;  1,072 
were  presumed  dead;  47,187  were 
wounded,  and  2,707  were  reported 
missing. 

The  Dominion  has  enlisted  since  the 
beginning  of  the  war  377.205  men  for 
Overseas  service. 


BRITAIN'S  WAR  DEBT 


NEW  YORK,  Dec.  4— The  British 
Government  has  now  outstanding  a  total 
of  15,370,000,000  of  treasury  bills  of  all 
maturities.

LONDON.  Dee.  4.— The  British  Gov- 
ernment has  prohibited  the  sailing  of 
Greek  steamships  from  British  to  Greek 
ports. 

A  Paris  despatch  yesterday  announced 
that  an  embargo  had  been  placed  on 
afi  Greek  shipping  in  French  and  other 
ports  of  the  Entente  Allies  In  conse- 
quence of  recent  events  In  Athene. 


PARIS.  Dec.  4. — A  despatch  to  The 
Temps  from  Athens,  dated  Monday, 
says: 

"The  city  has  become  calm,  but 
armed  bands  of  reservists  still  are 
moving  about  the  streets.  King  Con- 
stantino and  the  members  of  the  royal 
family  are   at   the   palace.", 

Satisfaction    Demanded 

LONDON,  Dec.  6.— Satisfaction  from 
Greece  for  "the  gross  outrages"  on  the 
Allied  troops  is  demanded  editorially  by 
most  of  the  morning  papers.  The  view 
taken  is  that  the  Greek  King  and  Gov- 
ernment shamelessly  broke  their  prom- 
ise to  Insure  order,  and  allowed  or  in- 
stigated a  treacherous  and  unprovoked 
attack,  which,  in  reality  was  a  mas- 
sacre. 

The  papers  insist  on  some  decisive 
action,  which  they  maintain  must  be 
immediate  to  be  effective.  They  assert 
that  a  delay  of  even  ten  days  will  givo 
King  Constantino  time  to  mobilize  his 
forces  and  become  a  serious  factor 
against  the  Allies  In  the  Balkans.  The 
antit-Uovernment  papers  call  for  the 
head  of  Viscount  Grey  on  the  ground 
that  the  weakness  of  his  policy  is  re- 
sponsible for   the  situation. 

Constantino's  Treachery 

LONW3N,  Dec.  6. — According  to  some 
special  despatches  from  the  Athens  cor- 
respondents, filed  on  Sunday  at  Piraeus, 
where  the  Entente  Allies  control  the 
telegraph  lines,  the  situation  in  Greece 
Is  one  Justifying  Lord  Robert  Cecil's 
statement  that  it  was  "one  of  extreme 
gravity"    for    the    Allies.  , 

These  despatches  report  that  last 
week's  fighting  in  Athens  was  the  re- 
sult of  "a  deliberate  trap,  treacherous- 
ly prepared  by  the  King  and  Govern- 
ment." 25,000  troops  being  disposed 
around  the  positions  which  Vice-Admiral 
du  Fournet  had  previously  notified  the 
Greek  Government  he  would  occupy. 
These  troops  then  attacked  the  Allies, 
who  numbered  3,000.  The  latter  fought 
until  their  ammunition  was  exhausted, 
and  then  yielded,  except  a  detachment 
of  100  who  tried  to  cut  their  way 
through.     Only  thirty  of  these  escaped. 

According  to  the  same  accounts,  King 
Constantino  Is  quietly  mobilising  and 
preparing  for  war  against  the  Allies,  In- 
tending to  co-operate  with  a  section  of 
Field  Marshal  von  Mackenzen's  forces, 
which  is  expected  at  the,  Monastir  front, 
by  attacking  General  Sarrall's  flank.  It 
Is  also  stated  that  the  Greeks  are  ad- 
vancing en  Piraeus. 


MINERS  INSIST 
ON  HIGHER  WARE 


Men  at  South  Wellington  Say 
They  Will  Not  Return  to 
Work  on  Old  Terms — Gov- 
ernment Mediation, 


NANAIMO,  B.C.,  Dec.  4. — The  mines 
at  South  Wellington  are  still  idle,  and 
at  the  present  time  there  is  no  prospect 
of  a  settlement. 

Today  the  company  closed  down  the 
compressor  plant  and  laid  off  all  the 
machinists. 

Manager  Tonkin  Is  away,  and  the  men 
say  they  will  not  return  to  work  until 
they  have  an  understanding  with  him 
as  to  an  advance  in  wages  which  will 
bring  them  up  to  the  standard  rate  of 
the   district.  ♦ 


Through  Hon.  William  Sloan.  Minis- 
ter of  Mines,  the  Government  has  made 
an  offer  of  mediation  between  the  em- 
ployees and  management  of  the  Pacific 
Coast  Coal  Mines,  Limited,  at  the  South 
Wellington  mines,  of  which  concern  a 
strike  has  been  in  progress  since  Satur- 
day. It  is  the  hope  of  the  Government, 
Premier  Brewster  stated  yesterday,  that 
an  amicable  adjustment  may  soon  be 
arrived  at,  the  Government  desiring  to 
see  a  strike  averted  at  this  time  and  no 
men  thrown  out  of  employment. 

The  dispute  is  one  affecting  wages, 
the  men  claiming  that  some  time  ago, 
when  business  was  dull,  they  accepted 
a  reduction  In  pay,  but  that  now  they 
are  securing  about  15  per  cent  less  In 
wages  than  are  the  men  at  the  Nan- 
almo  mines.  Mr.  J.  H.  Tonkin,  general 
manager  of  the  Company,  was  to  have 
met  the  men  on  Sunday  at  South  Wel- 
lington, but  for  some  reason  this  meet- 
ing was  not  held.  He  returned  to  the 
City  yesterday  morning,  and  In  the  af-  J 
ternoon  had  a  conference  with  the  Min- 
ister of  Mines.  This  afternoon  Mr 
Tonkin  will  meet  Premier  Brewster  and 
Hon.  Mr.  Sloan,  when  the  situation  will 
be  gone  Into.
